Fruit, Grain, Beets and Wood at 
15 Cents a Gallon.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—The exhibition of the 
industrial applications of alcohol has 
d.awn crowds a.i the week and has excited 

unexpected popular interest. 

Germany and England sent engineers to 
study the apparatus exhibited. There are 
sixty patterns of illuminating appliances 
easily rivaling electricity, and as for power 
there are forty models of stationary en- 
g.nes having from the one with a haif horse 


power used to run a sewing machine to 
twenty-five horse power pumps, threshers 
and mills. » 

Nine makers of automobiles claim that 
alcohol is cheaper than petroleum and has 
no smell. 

One sees also splendid parlor heaters, 
kitchen apparatus and even a small agri- 
cultural locomotive. 

M. Sartiaux, the chief engineer of the 
Northern Railway, said to the Post-Di- 
patch correspondet: 

‘‘Alcohol is undoubtedly the fuel of the 
future. This exposition foreshadows the 
BecuteSt GO: INGUsiilas TevoiUcio.s. ‘Ten 
years hence between petroleum and alcohol, 
coal mining won't pay. 

“By new processes alcohol is now manu- 
faciureu from f. uli, era . beets ind even 
wood, at fifteen cents a gallon, the heatin 
power of which is equal to two gallons o 
‘petroleum.

phere, Known as the Congress of American 
Republics, is apparently about to commit 
Suicide—to die at the hands of some of 
those who constitute the conference. A ma- 
jority of the delegates have cabied to their 


respective governments for permission to 
withdraw from what is seemingly a fruit- 
less endeavor. 

In this inetance it is not the matter of the 
proposed measure for arbitration, so bitter- 
ly fought by Chili, that is ihe stumoung 
block in the congress, but it is the prepon- 
derance of Mexican delegates in the body 
and their attitude. According to complaints 
made by all of the delegates, 
of their numbers to stifle devate and to 
otherwise run the congress. 

Mexico has nine delegates, which does not 
give to it more votes than the other 
countries which only two or three 
delegates, for each votes as 
a unit, but the Mexicans are loud 
and insistent, and appear to be doing 
everything in their power to hamper the 
proceedings. 

This:has caused a great deal of ill-feeling, 
and at length matters came to such a pass 
that no less than eight of the deiegations 
cabled to their home governments the facts 
of the conditions and asked for immediate 
instructions by wire. Two days later the 
congress adjourned for a recess of a week 
or two. and the delegates are now being 
taken on excursions avout the country by 
the Mexican government. 


General Exodus 

Likely to Occur. 

No doubt the several governments have 
notified their representatives here what to 


do, and it will astonish no one famiilur 
with the situation if, when the congress 
re-assembies, the Mex.cans still rsist in 
obstructing business, tcere would be an 
exodus homeward of the disgusted dele- 
ates.

that have asked to be relieved are those of 
Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia, Peru, Para- 
guay aud Colombia.

Broca. 


RECEIVED A FEARFUL SHOCK 


CONSCIOUSNESS HAD PASSED AND 
HE WAS PRACTICALLY DEAD. 


Prompt Cutting of the Current After 
Five Seconds Permitted His Re- 
cuscitation and Created In- 
tense Interest.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—To be shocked, appar- 
ently to death by electricity and then to 
“ecover and describe one’s sensations 
with scientific accuracy—such is the in- 
credibie experience of Dr. Andre Broca, one 
of the foremost physicians of France, 
professor in the Paris School of Medicine 
and the author of a number of books which 

are authorities among scientists. 

Now that he is safely over his own elec- 
trocution Dr. Broca has written for the 
Post-Dispatch the followlig account of his 
amazing adventure: 

“On tne day in question we were making 
various trials in regard to currents of high 
frequency. 

“M'y mind became absorbed and I inadver- 
tently seixed two electrodes in my hands. 

“Il was thrown down with great violence 
»y a weneral muscular tetanus, Including 
such a stiff lockjaw that my jaw-bones and 
muscies hurt me ior two days afterward. i 
had had time to make a great but useless 
effort to let go the electrodes. On the floor 
| must have been conscious during at least 
two seconds, for I distinctly remember 
physical pain and mental anguish. 

“I recollected the experiments of Prevost 
and LBattelli, and 1 said to myself very 
Clearly: 

“This is an alternated current, my heart 
is going to stop, [| am doomed. Then I tried 
to cry out to M. Turchini, my assistant: 
‘Turcnini, cut the circuit!’ 

“Immediately thereafter I lost the sen- 
sation of the existence of my hands and 
arms. I noted that symptoms, experienced 
the abominable distress of feeling death 
invading oneself, and rebelled against -bein 
thus killed in full vigor of body and mind. 

“IT next experienced a perturbation of the 
notion of vertical lines and of the notion 
of colors.

“They say that I recovered consciousness 


almost immediately. 
“TI have no remembrance of excruciating 


physical pain, but a still harrowing rec- 
oliection of the anguish caused by the 
phenomena I have just described. 

“Qnee upon my feet I was able to walk, 
but with uncertain gait. I had the curious 
feeling that my head and my legs alone 
were alive. It was as if my arms and trunk 
were suddenly non-existent. As a matter 
of fact they were completeiy paralyzed. 

“At my request one of the men touched 
my hand and the contact seemed intensely 
cold. 


“I then asked to be ponener severely at 
different vilaces of the hands, arms, breast 
and back. I felt nothing. 

“In four or five minutes it became pos- 
sible for me to bend my arms. About a 
quarter of an hour later the contracted 
muscles of the fingers became more supple 
and I was able to move them. 

“T sat down and wrote a few words with 

eat difficulty. It was only a few hours 
eaae that the fingers were in normal con- 
dition again. 

“Sensitiveness and the muscular sense re- 
turned at the same time with mobility. Hy- 

eraesthesia to cold lasted over half an 

our, for* having placed my hand at the 

end of that time upon a metallic ruler I 
withdrew it with a cry, so painfully cold 
did it seem. 

“Tl tried to walk a little in the laboratory, 
but I was {mmediately out of breath. 
then concluded to ride home. There, in- 
stead of taking the elevator, I preferred to 
foot my five flights of stairs by way of 
experiment. I was able to do it very 
slowly. I stretched myself on a sofa and 
gradually recovered, 

“Nevertheless, one hour and a half later 
I was seized with a violent anguish of the 
heart. My pulse began to beat in a dis- 
orderly way, fast and hard; then for two 
seconds it would stop; then there was a 
series of rapid, feeble beats; another long 
stop; after which the phenomena would be 
repeated in like order. This state lasted 
three-quarters of an hour, afterward amel- 
jorating little by little. But the lack of 
rhythm in heart action persisted till the; 
next morning at 9, when it stopped very 
suddenly. 

“My body was ful. of pains for thirty- 
six hours. Two full days after the acci- 
dent there was no longer any trace of it 
in me. 


Various Phases 


Experienced. 

“The paralysis may be explained either 
the action of the current on the nervous 
centers, or as a result of the fatigue due 
to tetanus and to the direst effects of elec- 
tricity upon the tissues. 

“I- belleve the first aypothesis is likely 
enough because mobility returned to the 
muscles after a time longer in proportion 
with the density of current to which they 
had been subjected. 

“As for the heart trouble observed ono 
hour and a half after the shock, we may 
suppose that it was due to the presence in 
the blood of toxic substances produced by 
euch a violent muscular irritation as was 
determined during the passage of the cur- 
rent 

“The current which went through me was 
the secondary of a Ruhmkorff apparatus 
excited by the alternated current of the 
city of Paris, which is 42 periods by sec- 
ond and 110 volts. At the time of the ac- 
cident the primary was giving 69 amperes. 
The potential difference therefore, was 
about 60,000 volts for the open circuit. If 
the circuit had been completely closed, its 
total resistance being about 70,000 ohms, 
and admitting the coefficient of product to 
be 75 per cent. we would have an intensity 
of about 300 milllamperes. 

“But in the circuit there was a defiag- 
rator. Consequently I cenot say what were 
exactly ghe conditions. 

“One thing more to be considered is that 
the shape of the electrical waves in my 
case was sharper and much more mur- 
derous than those passing through the man 
in the electrocution chatr. 

“MT Turchin! thinks the current acted on 
four or five seconds only.”’

TYPES COMPARED 


The Virginia of American 
Navy to Be a Match 
for Anything. 


ITALIAN'S GREAT SPEED 


CONSTRUCTOR GILLMOR DIS- 
CUSSES LATEST FOREIGN 
FIGHTERS. 


Chief Constructor Bowles Predicts That 
Battleships Are Destined to Be 
Much Larger and Heavier. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. fy uy Brief Com- 
parison of Recent Battle Ship Designs’”’ 
was the topic of a paper read by Naval 
Constructor H. G. Gillmor, United States 


tects and Marine Engineers. 

Constructor Giilmor selected as represen- 
tative of the latest designs of vessels of 
this type the United States battle ship Vir- 
ginia, the British Duncan, the German Wit- 
telsbach, the Russian Borodino, the lLtalian 
Vittorio Emanuele and the Jananese Mi- 
kasa. Of these vessels the American and 
the Itallan are of the same length, 435 feet, 
and of the same indicated horse power of 
19,000. The Virginia, however, has rearly 
a thousand tons greater gee than 
her Italian rival, though in tonnage the 
ig Mikasa exceeds them both, with 
a length 35 feet shorter, and with 4000 less 
indicated horse power. 

a Wittelsbach, pride of the Kaiser's 
fleet, will be 17 feet shorter than the°Vir- 
ginia and the Vittorio Emanuele; the Rus- 
sian Borodino 38 feet shorter, and the Brit- 
ish battleship Duncon 30 feet shorter than 
the American ship. 

In indicated horse power, with forced 
draught, the Duncan ranks next after the 
Virginia and the Italian ship, with 18,w0; 
the Borodino next with 16,000, while the 
Wittelsbach shows 15.000. 

According to figures furnished Constructor 
Gillmor, the Vittorio is expected to attain, 
under forced draught, the astonishing speed 
for a ship of her class of 22 knots an hour. 
The writer of the paper, however, chal- 
lenged the accuracy of these figures. The 
Virginia, the Duncan and the Wittelsbach 
are all designed to show 19 knots’ speed 
and the Mikasa and Borodino 18 knots. 

Comparison of armament is interesting. It 
shows that the American will carry in her 
main battery 24 guns, ranging in caliber 
from 6 to 12 inches; the Englishman ana 
the Russian four 12-inch and 12 6-inch guns, 
the Japanese, @ur 10-inch and 14 6-inch 
guns; the German, four 9.4-inch and 18 6-inch 


s-inch guns. The Virginia carries the heav- 
lest belt armor amidships and the Duncan 
the lightest. 

Jf the expected speed of the Italian battle 
ship Constructor Gillmor said: ‘‘Her speed 
of 22 knots, if realized, would practically 
place her on an equal footing. as to speed, 
with the armored cruisers being constructed 
by several of the naval powers. There 
seems reason to doubt the accuracy of th 
report as to the speed of this vessel, re- 
ee given to the other features pro- 

)5 ° 
“The lower limit in the coal supply in the 
designed condition is found in the Wittels- 
bach. From this the normal coal supply 
ranges through 900 tons for the Borodino. 
Virginia and Duncan: 1000 tons for the Vit- 
torio Emanuele, to a maximum for this ele- 
ment of 1400 tons in the Mikasa.”’ 

To afford a fair basis of comparison, {n 
view of the several wide variations. Con- 
structor Gillmor aseumed what he ecails ‘‘a 
type design,”’ which is a vessel whose .i- 
mensions are those of the largest under 
consideration, in which the features of ar- 
mament, protection, speed and coal suppl. 
ombodied are the minima of thes evera, 
features which may be found among the 
designs yinder discussion. “Such a ves- 
sel,”"’ said the constructor, ‘“‘would repre- 
sent the extreme limit to which, as judged 
from current practice, it is thought poss!i- 
ble to reduce the several elements.” 

With this “type design’’ as aébasis, Mr. 
Gillmor, by a system of percentage values 
applied to all, reduced them to a status of 
relative naval merit. According to his fig- 
ures, assuming the designed displacement 
and speed of the Vittorio Emanuele as 
stated to be possible of realization, which 
the constructor doubts, the relative effi- 
ciency of design is expressed by these fig- 
ures: 

The Vittorio Emanuele, 52.0; the Virginia, 
47.2; the Duncan, 45.0; the Wittelsbach, 44.6; 
the Mikasa, 44.3, and the Borodino, 42.7. 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of the paper, Chief Naval Co.- 
structor Bowles, -U. 8S. N., predicted that 
the battle ships of the future would be of 
much greater size than those of today, 
and that the tndividual battle ship of the 
American navy would never suffer by com- 
parison with ships of other powers.

HE REGULATES POSTAL WAGES. 


Chief of Salaries Division, Who Will 
Distribute $42,000,000 This Year, 
Visits St. Louis Postoffice. 


George W. Beavers, who was Postmaster 
Baumhoff's guest one day during the past 
week, spends more money annually prob- 
ably that any other man in the United 


States, 

He distributes millions where other men 
Gispose of hundreds. His yearly expendl- 
tures stack high up into the .we figure mil- 
lions. This year he is spending $42,000,000. 

Mr. Beavers’ task keeps him very busy. 
He works every day in the week and 
sometimes Sundays. 

Uncle Sam gives Mr. Beavers this money. 
He is the chief of the salaries and allow- 
ances division of the postoffice d: partment, 
with his headquarters at Washington. 

The government not only gives him mil- 
lions annually to spend, but allows him a 
liberal salary and 36 assistanis to help 
him do the spending. 

Mr. Beavers is an important official. He 
has control of the salaries of all the post- 
office employes in the United States, except 
hose in the railway mail service and the 
etter carriers. And he also has something 
to do with their appointment inasmuch 
@s he must approve the amount of salary 
which each new appointee is designated as 
about to receive. He has a liberal discre- 
ion in his work 


e Spends $10,000,000 
Annually at Discretion. 

Salaries of postmasters are fixed by law 
and there is a niwximum and minimum sal- 
ary rate for various grades of the postal 
service. 

But Mr. Beavers’ discretionary powers as 
to what salary postal employes shall re- 

ve are liberal and it is estimated that 

@ spends over $10,000,000 of the govern- 
ment’s money at his discretion annually. 

Mr. Beavers carnedjthe confidence of the 
highest postal officials in Uncle Sam's 
pervice by 22 years’ constant service in 
the department. For 11 years he was a 

ostoffice inspector and in that capacity 

emonstrated his integrity 

Now he is the financier of the depart- 
ment. His visit to St. Louls was te study 
the methods of Mr. Baumhoff and ascer- 
tain how h@ was able to run the great 
local postofficé at a smaller cost than that 
of any other postoffice in the country in 
proportion to its size. 

That this is a fact was established in 
the resent report of the auditor of the post- 
office department, which showed that the 

reentage of the total receipts of the St 

uls postoffice employed to defray the ex- 
enditures was smaller in St. Louis than 
n any of the other ten largest cities in 
the union. 


Baumhoff Pays 
Liberal Salaries. 


“Some persons intimated to me before 1 
came out here that it might possibly have 
been because Mr. Baumhoff paid lower sal- 
aries to his subordinates,’’ Mr. Beavers said 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

“But I find that this is not the case. He 
has raised the salaries of all his clerks, at 
least those who were drawing small! salaries 
within the last year, and the average sal 
aries throughout the St. Louis Postoffice 
are as large as they are in other cities. 

“Rut I have found two or three ways in 
which he economizes,.. One is, for instance, 
in having secured from Street car companies 

ermission for the letter carriers to ride 
ree while on duty. In some cities this 
feature of the service alone entails an ex- 
pense of $9900 or $10,000 a vear. 

“Another saving feature is in the large 
umber of substations that he has estab- 
ished. By establishing a number of these 
small stations capable of accommodating 
a limited number of carriers, the rent is 
much cheaper than if there were only a 
few large substations where 100 carriers 
must be quartered. In New York one of 
our branch postoffice stations costs $27,000 
annually for rental and $12,000 for light. 

Mr. Beavers says the street car railway 
mail service has been more extensively de- 
veloped in St. Louis _than in any other 
city he has visited. He also says that an 
order will probably be issued about Dec. 
i to inaugurate the new rural free delivery 
service in St. Louls County. He said: 


Rural Delivery Is 
Department’s Big Feature. 

“Rural free delivery, I have reason to 

believe, will come in for a prominent placg

take place at Prof. Jones’ school. 

The usual fall challenge was duly issued 
by Prof. Jones lest month, but no one took 
up the gage.

“I hold that good spelling is the basic 
rock upon which the superstructure of a 
substantial education is reared,’’ said Prof.

Prof. Jones carries any number of spell- 
ing trophies in his belt. in 1875 he had a tilt 
with a learned professor, with several other 
honorary titles surrounding his name, of 
the Kansas University.

the city children an outing in the country. 

The plan was originated by Mrs. Gatdi'er, 
who came upon the scheme when in Nor- 
way last summer. There are societies of 
the kind recently organized in Brooklyn, 
and Mrs. Gatdier thought it a novel and 
practical idea. 

“This Children’s Exchange Society,’’ said 
Mr. Gatdier to a Post-Dispatch reporter,

Proposal to Defer Majority Abandoned 
in View of His Rapid 
Development. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 23.—There has been 
considerable talk among Spanish politicians 
of deferring King Alfonso's majority until 
his 18th birthday. The question was much 
discussed at Miramar this summer, and 
it was decided to bring it before the les- 
islature during its October session. Actlv- 
ity of the Carlist committees and other 
reasons, however, led the Queen Regent and 
her advisers to see that the sooner ieolbey 
assumes control the better, and it is now 
definitely stated that there is to be no 
change in the Spanish consttiution, which 
provides for his majority at the agé of 16. 

Alfonso has wonderfully matured during 
the last year, and even hoary-headed sena- 
tors consider him equal to the task. No per- 


son who saw the delicate infant carried 
about by the faithful Raymonde, or the 
pale invalid of ten years ago being wheeled 
in the gardens of Aranjuez, could have im- 
agined he would develop into the sturdy 
Alfonso who several weeks ago, mounted on 
his prancing chestnut, Chiquito, reviewed 
in such masterly fashion the Sicilian Iin- 
fantry. Instead, members of the Madrid 
court claim that the King’s development 
and independence of manner have made 
rapid strides since the day he took com- 
mand of the army at the Carabanche! 
maneuvers. 

Pgs eww tell with pride a little incident 
which occurred on this occasion and which 
greatly increased the boy's opularity 
among the troops. lit was, in fact, the first 
act of personal initiative he had ever shown 
in public. At the close of the maneuvers 
arrangements had been made to serve 
luncheon to the men, It bemg impos.aicie 
to provide so many thousands with chairs 
and tables long ditches were dug in the 
ground. 

The soldiers sat on one edge, their legs 
hanging in the trenches, and were thus 
able to use the opposite edge as a table. 
Of course a less rudimentary board had 
been provided for the King. ‘ko the surprise 
of everybody present Alfonso refus Lo 
occupy the gilded armchair. Without con- 
Sulting anybody his majesty oivered his 
arm to the Queen, and, conducting her to 
one of the trench seats, took his place on 
the ground bes.de her, where, to the huge 
delight of the soldiers, the royal pair ate 
their meal. 

Aifonso XIIJ is today one of the most ac- 
complished princes in Burope. He speaks 
fluently three languages. reads as many 
more and can talk intelligentiy on all Ger- 
man, French and English literary works of 
importance. He is tall, dignified, in manner 
and features strikingly resembles his moth. 
er, and is always simply but elegantly 
dressed. To please many Spanish grandeces 
his costumes are entirely too plain. Here- 
tofore Spanish kings, from the age of 5, al- 
sare wore the pretentious uniform of mar- 
shal. 

Queen Christine has always shown herself 
a stickler for simplicity where children are 


concerned. She decided that the King should 


be educated as a simple soldier and wear 
the regimentals accordingly On state oc- 
casions Alfonso can now brighten the 
severe blue coat with its double row of gold 
buttons by numerous medals and badges, 
for his majesty has received much decorat- 
ive paraphernalia from foreign potentates 
during the past summer. 

The King of Italy was the first to honor 
him, and conferred upon him with much 
ceremony the Grand ss of the Annun- 
ziata. his set the example to other mon- 
archs, who hastened to follow suit, and the 
King now possesses the Grand Cross of the 
Black Eagle, tfie Imtiaz of Turkey, the 
White Elephant of Denmark and the Grand 
Cross of the Savior. The latter ie a Greek 
decoration, and, from an artistic stand- 
point. Alfonso's favorite. It consists of a 
reautiful jewel with special stones orna- 
menting the cross, enameled in white and 
encircled by the words, ‘‘Thy right, Lord, 
has been glorified in thy might.’’ With this 
is worn a broad blue sash. 

Those who know the King describe him 
as an accomplished horseman, fencer, bil- 
liard player and athlete. He also rides a 
bicycle. plays tennis and is very fond of 
walking, frequently doing four or five miles 
an hour.

The plans for the Missouri building at the 
World's Fair, as drawn by Isaac 8. Taylor, 
@irector of works, have been accepted by 
the state commissioner and approved by 
Gov. A. M. Dockery. 

Mr. Taylor gave the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday the following description of the 
bullding: 

“The Missouri building is the main struc- 
ture in the group to be erected by the Mis- 
sourl commission. It will be erected on the 
high ground south of the big main picture 
ef the Fair. The building nearest to it will 
be that erected by the United States. 

“It is to be almost in the geographica] 
center of Forest Park, and ts, therefore, 
mear the eastern boundary of that part of 
the park to be used for the Fair. It will be 
easy of access from the north, south and 
east. 

“All the sewer, water and electric service 
lines will be extended to it. The site se- 
lected is heavily wooded with oak. hickory 


and other forest trees, and not a single tree 
will be molested except where tbe necessi- 
tiles of foundations and walks compel The 


The plans were drawn by Isaac S. Taylor, director of works of the World's Fair, and have been accepted by the Missouri commission and approved by Gov. A. M. Dockery. The building will be in 
the form of a parallelogram, two stories high, and a great dome will be its chief architectural feature. It will be near the grand entrance of the grounds and will be erected as a permanent structure. 
It will afford space for many exhibits and one of its features will be an assembly room in which 1000 persons may be comfortably seated. This will be used as a ball and reception room whenever the 
commission shall wish to entertain, as it will be expected to do. Not a piece of material not made in Missouri will be used on it, The commission had decid ed that it must represent the state in its

QUARRY WORKER HAD SEVERE 
CASE OF TETANUS. 


FALSE TEETH TAKEN OUT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Floyd Relyea, 
whose jawS were locked for three weeks 
and who was subject to violent tetanic 
spasms and who is reported today to be 
nearly well, owes his recovery to anti- 
spasmodic sedatives and a set of false 


teeth. 
Relyea is 28 years old and lives in Rye. 


About seven weeks ago while he was em- 
ployed in a blue stone quarry, he had two 


fingers crushed between two stones. The 
injuries healed rapidly and Relyea was 
about to go back to work when a rigidily 
of the muscles of the back, chest and 
jaw was noticed. 

The man’s jaws could not be moved and 
he would probably have starved to death 
had not he worn an upper set of false teeth. 
These were removed and a tube was in- 
serted into his mouth, through which he 
was kept alive. 

Dr. Quinian is not a believer of using 
tetanus antitoxin to cure the disease, but, 
instead, used anti-spasmodic remedies when 
severe spasms existed. 

After the seventeenth day a marked im- 
provement was noticed. The heart showed 
signs of weakness, b the action of that 
y stimulants. The 
sedatives were used frequently, and finally 
the muscles began to relax, the spasms de- 
creased and then the jaws began to open, 
little by little. 

Relyea was able to walk around on the 
hospital piazza today, and declared that he 
felt fine. ‘I feel almost as good as I did 
before I became ill,’’ said he, “although my 
jaws will not open all the way, yet I can 
eat as well as | ever did and expect to eat 
turkey at my home on Thanksgiving day.’

MISSOURI TRUST AGAIN THE 
CHIEF FEATURE. 


OTHER STOCKS IN DEMAND. 


Two New Trust Companies Are Already 
Organized—Brokers Greatly En- 
couraged Over Outlook. 


While the past week in the local stock ex- 
change circle was in a measure an off one, 
that :s to say, compared with the week 
before, the dealings in the aggregate not 
being near so heavy and the daily proceed- 
ings on the floor of the Exchange lacking

on account of the prosperity existing here. 
Money is plentiful and cheap and is natur- 
ally seeking profitable investment, in the 
knowledge that still more prosperous times 
are in store for this city and state during 
the next two years. 

During the week the daily volume of trading on 
the Stock Exchange fe.l considerably below that 
of the previous week, but was still of large = 
portions, the transactions running away up into 
the six figures, In point of value. While there 
were no real] startling developments, there were 
times when much excitement was witnessed and 
a number of features of interest came to the 
front. Hard and soft spots were shown, but in 
the main the losses undergone by the different 
issues were not large, and in a majority of 
cases welie more than fully recovered before the 
week closed. This was particularly true of trust 
and bank stocks, which were traded in more 
extensively than anything else. One of the most 
conspicuous among the former may be mentioned, 
Missouri, which was the @tar attraction of the 
week, going through a number of changes, never 
being lost sight of, and creating great excite- 
ment on the floor. At times a runaway condition 
of affairs would prevail and prices would fiy 
upward on heavy buying, and then they would 
break away sharply under free liquidation on 
the part of hoiders who coukd not resist the 
temptation to take profits. As a rule the buy- 
ing was greater than the selling ‘—asuTre, es- 
pecially late in the week, and orice gains in 
consequence. were close to 5 points and the close 
right up at the top. About the only rumor in 
connection with the change contemplated in the 
p esiden of this company was that Frank P. 
jayes of the Mississippi Valley Trust Oo. haz! 
heen slated for the position. All other trust 
stocks had te fortunes, but showed unmis- 
takable evidence of strength at times, and closed 
higher as a rule for the week. and new 
Mercantile, Lincoln, St. Louis and Title and 
Guéranty were conspicuous in this regard. Bank 
stocks all showed a good demand and more or 
less im vement in price, especially Mechanics’ 
National, which was iInfluenc by a rumor of an 
increase in the dividend next year. American 
Exchange, German Savings and Fourth National, 
to say nothing of National Bank of Commerce, 
pursued the mark and closed at or near 
a? figures. 

Missourl Edison Electric Light stock came {pn for 
more attention than it has secured fur some time 
and a good demand and higher market was ex- 
perienced during the last half of the week. The 
old, threadbare rumor of a consolidation of inter- 
ests by the different lighting companies of the 
city was responsible for this, though it was not 
given Back anon. 

Another o rumor, that of the absorptio 
the Suburban system by the St. Louls Trapsit 
Oo., Was in circulation, and believed in some 
quarters, some going so far ap to say that the 
deal was practically closed, but would not be of- 
cially confirmed until certain franchises sought by 
the first-named bad been obtained. These rumors 
were dented by the officials of the two roads. 

There were some very strong bull pointers out 
regarding American Central Insurance and a sbarp 
baige took place in the market value of the stock, 
which advanced $17.50 a share between Monday 
ami Saturday, sales being made as high as 
$225.50 This etrong market was induced by the 
demand brought out by the fact that the company 
was carrying very assets on their hooks 
in the way of banks and trust stocks and finan- 
clally was in a very strong thon. 

Liquidation was freely indulged in in Granite-Ri- 
metallic and a sharp break in values resulted, 
from which there was no material recovery. This 
was not caused by any bad news from the mine, 
which ft is claimed. was never in better condi- 
tion, but to a desire to take profits by parties 
who had po ving A at low prices, which is «@ 
fashion of this st when it gets around §3.

Children of Eleven and Fif- 
teen Tell of Stealing. 


MADE USE OF FALSE KEYS 


THEY STOLE FOR CANDY AND A 
GOOD TIME. 


When Mamie Smith Was Arrested 
Four Policemen Stood on the Out- 
side, While One Went in to 
Apprehend Her. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Before Magistrate 
Smith in Long Island City yesterday stood 
two little girls whose gaudy hats barely 
showed above the rail of the magisterial 
desk. They had come up in the line of 
prisoners, mixed in with thieves, ne’er-do- 
wells and quarrelsome housewives. The 
magistrate, surprised at their presence, 
leaned far over in order to look at them. 
He saw girls of seemingly ahput twelve 
years, but small even for that age. He 


thought they were before him for help and 
not for punishment. 

“This is not a good place for lost chil- 
dren,”’ he said, looking up for the unit- 
formed policeman he supposed had orough’ 
in two innocent strays from the street. He 
found himself looking at two detectives in 
plain clothes, men whose business it is to 
ee down criminals and bring them to the 

ar. 

“Why, how's this?’’ he asked. 

‘The girls are charged with burglary, and 
they are as cute as any old thief,’ was 
the answer. 

Then the magistrate heard that the chil- 
dren of tender years for whom his sym- 
pathy had been aroused were accused of 
more crimes than some men who are in 
Sing Sine as confirmed criminals have to 
answer for. He heard that when charged 
with one burglary the children had con- 
fessed to several and had told of lesser 
offenses. They had committed, according 
to their own story, every form of theft be- 
tween bure'ary by the use of false keys 
and larceny in snatching a pocketbook. All 
this they had done regularly. according to 
their stories, making pretence to their fam- 
flies that they were working and at weeks’ 
ends taking home fictitious wages. 


Bore Begging Letters 
and Sold Flowers. 

Their real occupation, according to the 
police, has been canvassing Long Island 
Ciiy, Williamsburg and Greenpoint as the 
bearers of begging letters and of flowers to 
sell, and stealing wherever they found a 
chance. .

The 
girls live respectively at 74 North Ninth 
street and 242 North Ninth street, Brooklyn. 
Their families seem to have tried to rear 
the girls properly. 

The girls say the boy burglar mentioned, 
who is the cousin of one of them, initiated 
them into theft. When he was 10 years old, 
last summer, they say he forced open the 
door of a house. While the girls waited 
outside he went in and stole $10, which they 
say was divided. The boy was arrested for 
that, as was the Smith girl, but both es- 
caped punishment.

But His Last Got Him Into 
Trouble, 


HAS BEEN SENT TO JAIL FOR 


CONTEMPT. 


BROUGHT SUITS FOR MILLIONS 


Spent Twenty-two Years In Bringing 
Suits for Fabulous Sums Against 
Adams Express Co., and Fred- 
erick County, Md. 


ALEXANDRIA, Va., Nov. 2%-—One of 
the most peculiar cases in the history of 
‘the courts in this section of Virginia came 
to light during the hearing of the case of 
Harrison Wagner in the Circuit Court for 
Alexandria County, Judge Charles EB. Nic- 
ol presiding. Wagner was charged with 
contempt of court in that he had abused 
@ process of the court. He was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $50 and to spend 10 days 
in the county jail. 

Wagner is said to have instituted suits 
in different sections of the country for 
large sums against various estates, cor- 
porations and persons. From the evidence 
adduced in court it appears that ir April 
last Wagner instituted two suits in the 
court named. One wos against the Adams 
Express Co. for $2,357,225 and the Interest 
on $1,342.022.44. due, he claimed, on 14,04 
judgments which he alleged he had secured 
against the company named from Justice of 
the Peace John Haynes, of Frederick Coun- 
ty, Md. Wegener claims that he secured 
t judgmenis at the rate of about one 
— per day between Dec. 10 and 22, 


@ second sult was against the county 

mmissioners of Frederick County, Md.. 
or $1,341.819. 80, which he claimed to be due 
on judgments rendered afiout the same 
time by the same justice and at the same 
rate—1000 per day. 


Investigated 

by Detective. 

Attorneys J. R. and H. B. Caton of this 
city were retained by both of the defend- 
ants, and they, in turn, put a detective 


on the case. It was learned that Wagner 
had secured the process papers from the 
clerk of the court, stating that he would 
have them served; that he ‘had brough: 
them to this city and representing him- 
self to be “Henry Hovey,’ had sworn be- 
fore K. Kemper, a notary public, that 
“he, Henry Hovey,.”’ had served process 
on the president of the Frederick County 
commissioners and on an agent of the 
Adams Exprees Co., under a statute of this 
Btate. He airo made affidavit that he was 
not interested in the cults. The wrocesses, 
teat Wagner's object was to get judgment 
by default. He had reqvested the clerk of 
the court to say nothing about the suits, 
and the matter was kept quiet while the 
investigation was in progress. 

The cases were set for trial Monday 
last, when it was hoped that Wagner would 
appear, but when the cases were called he 
could not be found. Later in the day, 
while an attachment for his arrest was be- 
ing prepared, Wagner arrived and started 
to enter the clerk's office, but when he saw 
and recognized Mr. W. 8. Thomas of RBalti- 
more, the reneral attorney for the Adama 
Express Co., he turned and fied. Deputy 
Sherif! Palmer jumped inio a buregy and 
ndeavored to overtake ‘the fucititve. but 

fagner crosse4 the bridge into Woshing- 
ton ahead of his pursuer and escaped. 
Tuesday, however, he crossed into Vir- 

inin again and was taken into cusiody and 
ocked up. 


Could Not Be 

Held for Forgery. 

As the processes to which he made af- 
fidavit were void on their face and the 
deciarations did not show the jurisdiction 


of the court. it was impossible to hold 
Wagner for either perjury or forgery, and 
it was arranged by Commonweaiths At- 
torney Clements and the attorneys for the 
express company that he should be prose- 
Cute for contempt 
Wagner stated to the court that he was 
at the courthouse Monday, but was “sud- 
denly taken with neuraigia of the stom- 
ach and had to hurry to Washington,” 
It was developed by the evidence that 
for the past 22 years, in d.fferent sections 
of the country, Wagner has been suing 
the Adams Express Co. for enormous sums 
of money, and for the past six years has 
been instituting similar cults against the 
* Gummissioners of Frederick Coun- 
ty, aryland. In regard to the alleged 
judgments against the Maryland commis- 
gsionhers, when placed’ on the stand, Wag- 
ner claimed that he was a practicing phy- 
sician, a graduate of the Maryland Uni- 
versity, in Daltimore, of the class of ‘65 
and as an advanced student was appoint 
@ surgeon in the United States army dur- 
ing the civil war. He said that he was 
tiving in Frederick County some ears 
ago, and there were many bad people in 
the county: that he exposed them, and 
they sued him for libel, and that he had 
secured the judgments in question by su- 
ing them for the amounts he had ex- 
réed in defending these iibel suits, As 
the so-called judgments against the ex- 
resa company, he said that they had been 
red in sults for excessive charges on 
tent medicines which he had manu- 
tured and shipped by Adams express. 


Had Once 


Pleaded Insanity. 
lt was testified to during the trial that 
Wagner was once indicted in Stafford 
County, Virginia, for forgery, but got off 
on a plea of insanity. He was sent to Fred- 
erick County, of which e is a native, 
where, it is sai ayes deciared him sane. 
that Wagner had ap- 
reached several attorneys with a view to 
nducing them to take his cases against the 
express company and Frederick County, but 
they had declined to have any dealings with 


in rendering decision in the contempt 

. e Nicol said that he had some 
doubts as to the man’s mental balance, but 
was satiefied that he had sense enough to 
now righ’ from wrong. The court stated, 
earever. that in view of the fact that 

agner was apparently a monomaniac, 
fentence would made as light as possi- 
ble. In default of his fine: Wagner will 
epend three months in jail. After the judge 
had pronounced sentence Wagner, upon his 
own motion, dismissed the two sults men-

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WERE RICH IN DECORATION 


The Wonderful Cave Probably Will Be 
Visited by Archeologists Prop- 
erly Equipped for Study. 


EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 23.—An important 
archeological discovery has just been made 
by a mining prospector named Henry Bier- 
man in Mexico. The discuvery was of a 
Vast subterranean system of chambers, 
rich with ornamentation of sculptures and 
mural designs. It was evidently once a 
temple of the ancient inhabitants of Mex- 
ico, the Mayas, or some of those kindred 
races, Whose power flourished and passed 
away before the keels of Columbus or Cor- 
tez — in the waters of the western 
world. 

Mr. Bierman made his discovery quite by 
accident. He was in the beautiful Canon 
de ios Novillos, not far from Ciudad Vic- 
toria, In the state of Tamaulipas. As he 
made his way down the canyon looking for 
evidence of gold or other metals he sud- 
denly felt the ground giving way beneath 
him, and the next he knew he was in one 
of thdse half concealed pits which are 
infrequently encountered in places 
where there has once existed a center 
of prehistoric American civilization. Nat- 
uraily the first nm the prospector did 
was to grope about for some ny of es- 
eape from the pitfall into which he 
fallen.

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CAPT. B. F. FILLEY. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The most ex- 
pensive officer at present in the govern- 
ment’s employ is Capt. B. F. Tilley, com- 
mandant of the naval station at Tutula, 


Samoa. 

But this can be claimed as no specail 
distinction by Capt. Tilley, who will not 

rofit in the least by the thousands o° dol- 
ars whose expenditure he has occas.oned 
On the contrary, this genial officer is decid- 
edly under a cloud. Not because he is not 
a capable officer. Tnat charge might be 
more summarily treated. But because he is 
said to have dined too well and because the 
after-effects have been prejudicial to his 
usefulness as a navy officer. 

Samoa, according to the captain, has a 
parched climate. A commandant in the 
navy has a certain amount of leisure. Capt. 
Tilley, in particular, has an excellent tasle 
in wines and liquors and no niggardly hand 
in dispensing them. At least so runs the 
charge against him which the government 
is now so desirous of refuting or substan- 
tiating that it has equipped one of the most 
remarkable expeditions on record simply 
to determine whether or not Capt. Tilley 
has during the past two years drunk too 
deeply or too 'ong. 

The YVisconsin, which is the fastest of 
our battleships, and the transport Solace 
are now together on their way to Samoa, 
bearing two adniirals and a group of sub- 
ordinate officers, whose important and in- 
teresting errand is to determine whether 
Capt. Tilley has overindulged himself. The 
matter might be settled, you will say, by 
putting a question to Capt. Tilley or to 
someone near him, but that is not the way 
they settle matters in the navy. If Capt. 
Tilley were a rcbellious state up in arms 
against the nation, a more impressive dep- 
utation could not start forth to quell him. 


Capt. Tilley Not 
to Be Fired At. 

Of course the battleship serves no other 
purpese than that of a conveyance. No 
guns are to be fired at Capt. Tilley. On 
the contrary, his case is to be solemnly 


considered in a court. The evidence, it is 
said, may prove of rather a trivial nature 
as compared with the magnificence of the 
expedition. 

nd, after all, suppose it should prove to 
be one of those delicate pores impossible 
of settlement! Suppose that after all the 
trouble it is taking the goverrnment should 
never know whether or not Capt. Tilley has 
been in the habit of getting intoxicated? 
And where may the line be drawn between 
intoxication and a pleasant mellowness?” 
It «s a very difficult matter that the coun- 
try hus sent its band of gold-epauletted 
officers to pass upon. 

But whethc: the matter is ever settled or 
not, lhere aro the conditions of the under- 
taking: 

Admiral Casey commander-in-chief of the 
acific station. in whose jurisdiction Samoa 
hes. and one of the first nine officers in the 
navy, is at the head of the expedition. It 
will be his mission to organize a sort of 
grandjury to find out if there be enough 
truth in the charges to warrant bringing 
the captain to trial. The admiral’s private 
conveyance for the occasion is the battle- 
ship Wisconsin. Of course an ordinary 
business man finding it necessary to inves- 
tigate the conduct of an employe so far 
away would send the investigator out in an 
ordinary merchant ship. That would cost 
only a few hundred dollars. But it would 
not do to transact the business of the navy 
in that undignified manner. So the admiral 
is going out in his flafiship, surrounded by 
all the pomp and paraphernalia of war. 

There is, by the way, nothing that eats 
coal faster than one of the new battleships 
of the Wisconsin class. 

The transport Solace is carrying the of- 
ficers who will try the captain if the ad- 
miral brings in an indictment against him. 
They are Rear-Admiral Evans, Capts. 
Glass, Cooper.’ Thomas, Harrington, Meyers 
and Reiter of the navy and Capt. Meyers 
of the marine corps, “who will be the judge- 
advocate. These officers might have also 
been sent out on a merchant ship. or, if eti- 
quette demanded their conveyance on a war 
vessel, there was the Wisconsin. But that 
would have given rise to an unparalleled 
situation. Two admirals on one warship? 
Impossible! They would have had no place 
to fly their pennants. 

The trial, once set in motion, will be one 
of the most expénsive the navy has ever 
knoWn. It will seen from the table giv- 
en below that the surplus in the treasury 
will have been reduce by more than fifty 
thausand dollars when the accounts have 
been adjudicated.

dinary passenger steamer. If that be done 
the vouchers will show that perhaps $5000 
was paid out for passage tickets and fees 
to the stewards. The government always 
pays the tips to porters and stewards. 
Government officials travel free of expense 
of any kind. 

If some stenographer is not found among 
the ships of the naval station, the bill for 
stenographic services and incidentals may 
reach the sum of $2000. 

Then the salaries of the officers are no 
unimportant consideration. Rear-Admirai 
Carey’s salary is $7500 a year. Rear Admiral 
Evans's is $5500. The various captains re- 
ceive $3500 apiece. The navvies, on the 
Wisconsin and 200 on the Solace, get paid 
on an average of 50 cents a ady. All this 
makes a very pretty item. 

Then there is the matter of rations, which 
cost the government 20 cents per diem 
for sailors and 20 cents per head for offi- 
cers, which further swells the cost of this 
extraordinary expedition. And finally there 
are the railroad fares of the two admirals 
and nine captains from Washington to $an 
Francisco and back again. 

Altogether the approximate cost of the 
expedition, estimating on the basis of a 
voyage of three weeks to Samoa, three 
weeks back again and two weeks spent in 
the inquiry, may be seen by. the following

Why the Snitan Is Such a 
Diplomat. 


A WAY TO TAKE THE. FORTS 


ARMY MIGHT BE LANDED IN 
REAR AND FORTS CARRIED. 


No Foreign Fleet Could Force the Dar- 
danelies if the Guns Now Mounted 
Were Properly Manned. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—Aside from treaty 
Tights and diplomatic obstacies there was 
@nother good reason why France, in co- 
ercing Turkey, did not move against the 
Bultan’s capital. That reason is the Dar- 
Ganelies, through which the fieet would 
have had to force its way. 

The Dardanelles form a long, tortuous 
and narrow passage, swept by a strong cur: 
gent. The average width of the straits is 


only two miles, while at the narrowest 

int the channe! is only about lov yards 

oad. On either side the ground is the 
most favorable for forts and the most un- 
favorable for ships that may attempt to 
force a age, for the latter would find it 
difficult to reach the forts at all with their 
guns, while being peculiarly susceptible to 
@ plunging or downward fire, against which 
the thin armor of their decks could not 
rotect them satisfactorily. in 1878 Ad- 
iral Hornby of the British fleet, when he

He found no fewer 
than Krupp guns on one side of the 
waterway and 48 on the other, all bear- 
ing directly on the channel. Moreover, the 

ns are mounted on eminences, giving 
hem a plunging fire, and any man-of-war 
coming up must steam right toward them 
and straight away from them for the en- 
tire distance of the range. In addition to 
that, the channe) between Chanak and 
Abydos is so tortuous that vessels have to 
Steam at reducéd speed while passing un- 
der the fortifications. These fortifications 
alone are supposed to make the Dardanelles 
secure. 

A recent visitor describing the approach 
to Constantinople, wrote of the Dardanelles 
as follows: 

“On the Whole, the passage of the Dar- 
Gannelles is only possible to strongly ar- 
mored ships, and that perhaps by night 
@lone. The dispatch of aa army corps up 
the straits is impossible till the forts have 

reduced, and Turkey has at its dis- 
posal, at the lowest estimate, 200,000 armed 
men, who, if the Sultan should be attacked, 
will, whatever his sins, defend him with 
Ottoman obstinacy till the last. However, 
there is one weak spot in the defense of 
the Dardanelles, which is the expesure to 
@ttack from the rear of the forts on the 
Buropean side. An army covered by a suf- 
ent fleet might without much difficulty 

d on the coast of the peninsula oppo- 

te the Isle of Imbos. Once established on 
the peninsula it would be an easy task to 
seize the earthworks on the European shore 
the Dardanelies, the gorges of which 
are, as a@ rule, open and offer little resist- 
@nce to attack from the rear. With these 
commanding forts in his hands, an enemy 
could subdue those on the opposite coast 
eeeey to cover the passage of his 
ee 


The Turks have always realized the strat- 
gic importance of the Dardanelles, and 
centuries ago took steps to fortify their po- 
sition there The two forts at the entrance 
to the Mediterranean were erected by Mo- 
med II in 1453, and were rebuilt by Mo- 
mammed IV in 1659 to protect his empire 
from the Venetians. Not being kept in good 
Order, they were unable to revent the 

age of Russian ehips in 1777 and an 

nglish squadron in 1807. As early as 1809 

ngland recognized the porte’s right to ex- 
clude warships. but not until 1841 did the 
other great powers join with her. 
of Russian influence in the Ottoman/ em- 

ire, England. France, Prussia and Aus- 
ria began to take an active interest in the 
eastern situation, and the result of their 
intervention was a treaty between them, 
Turkey and Russia, drawn up in 1840 and 
1841. Al the powers agreed to observe the 
right of the porte to exclude from the Dar- 
Ganelles and the Bosnhorus the warships of 
fore nations. This principle was re- 

firmed by the treaty of Paris in 1856, and 
fan been reaffirmed by the powers in every 
treaty drawn un between them since. 

The United States was not a party to any 
Of these treaties. and hed always main- 
tained ites right ta send men-of-war through 
the sirait. In 188 the fricate Wabash ran 
Dy the forts and up to Constantinople, the 
commander claiming the right to do so 
Since his government was not a party to 
the treaties. The porte received him in a

COAL MIN 


Eight Officials Who Sought 
Entombed Men. 


LITTLE DOUBT THEY ARE DEAD 


SECOND CALAMITY AT THE POCA- 
HONTAS COLLIERY. 


Experts Striving to Find Means to 
Recover the Bodies. but So Far 
Are Unable to Enter 
the Works. 


POCAHONTAS, Va., Nov. 23.—All hope of 
finding the eight mining @fficials, who en- 
tered the West mine yesterday to search 
for bodies entombed by the recent explo- 
sion in the baby mine, has about been aban- 
doned, 

The men who are supposed to be lost are: 

William Priest, state mine inspector, Coal- 
dale, W. Va. 

A. 8. Hurst, chief coal inspector for Cast- 
ner, Curran & Bullitt. 

Frazier Bell of Bramwell, mining engi- 
neer for the Pocahontas Coal and Coke 
Co. 

Morris St. Clair and William Oldham of 
Pocahontas, Va.. coal inspectors. 

Joseph Cardwell of Shamokin, Pa., super- 
intendent of the Shamokin Coal and Coke 
Co. of Mayberry. 

Walter O'Malley of Liverpool, O., super- 
intendent of the mines of the Pocahontas 
Collieries Co. 

Robert St. Clair of Pocahontas, assistant 
to A. 8S. Hurst, chief coal inspector. 

A rescuing party entered the mine this 
morning, but was able to proceed only 300 
yards. The coat of Superintendent O'Malley 
was found hanging on a peg about 200 yards 
in the mine, but no other trace of the party 
was discovered 

The mining experts now here have decided 
upon a plan of attempted rescue, but the 
mine officials refuse to give any information 
to the public. 

It is said that another effort will be made 
to enter the mine. Hopes had been enter- 
tained up to this morning that the party 
had escaped through the Tug river outlet, 
10 miles distant, and messengers were dis- 
patched to this point. They failed to find 
any trace of the party. 

Assistant Superintendent King, who led 
the rescuing party yesterday and who was 
overcome by black damp, has entirely re- 
covered. He says it is impossible for a hu- 
man being to live 15 minutes in a mine in 
the condition in which the mine was when 
his party entered yesterday. 

It has been raining hard since early morn- 
ing, and the main entrance to the mine pre- 
sents a gloomy appearance with the friends 
and relatives of the missing men standing 
around. 

At 9 o’clock tonight nothing has been 
heard from the missing officials. No effort 
has been made to enter the mine since carly 
morning, it being impossible to do on ac- 
count of the enormous quanity of gas. 
Large forces are working day and night tv 
free the mines from gas, but it is impossible 
now to form any definite idea as to when 
the mines will be considered safe for 
searching parties to enter. 

The fire has now been burning ten days. 
Incuding the eight missing men the prob- 
able total death list during that period 
numbers 17 versons.

Off Long Branch. 


SEEMS SURE TO GO ASHORE 


TUG LABORED TO AID HER, BUT 
EFFORT FAILED, 


Anchor Dropped Was Holding at Last 
Report, but the Wind Is Raging 
in Forty-Knot Gale. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Nov. 23.—Storm- 
tossed and lying broadside at anchor in a 
heavy sea a full-rigged ship is laboring 
hard to save herself from being beached 
off shore between North Long Branch and 
Monmouth Beach. The crew of life savers 
Monmouth Beach can see little hope 
for her. 

The imperiled vessel is beyond the reach 
of the life savers, and it is evident that 
she is dragging her anchor and must soon 
be driven hard to shore. 

The ship is at the mercy of a severe 
northeasterly storm which begin at mid- 
day. The wind is blowing a 40-knot gale 
and growing in force. The sea is in angry 
mood. 

The vessel was first sighted in tow of 
a tug less than a mile at sea, early in 
the afternoon. 

The task will be too great for the tug 
and after going about.a mile in a fruit- 
less effort to point the ship off shore she 
gave up the line and steamed off toward 
Sandy Hook. The ship went about {n an 
effort to get further off shore, and failing 
in this came to anchor. 

Nothing can be learned concerning the 
name of the vessel, her crew or cargo. 

She is drawing from 13 to 20 feet of 
water.

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 23.—Harvard 
pushed, pulled, slammed, threw and utterly 
crushed the gallant but outclassed sons 
of Eli before 40,000 people on Soldiers’ 
Field this afternoon. It was the greatest 
crowd that ever saw a football game and 
the greatest victory Harvard ever won, 
The score was 22 to 0. 

Harvard had the weight, the skill, the 
nerve. The giants of her team careered 
about the muddy, slippery field like ath- 
letes wtih webbed feet. Poor Yale was 
hampered by the condition of the grounds. 

In the first half Yale gained a total 
of five yards, and Harvard played with 
them as a boy plays with a top. 

But not until the whistle blew at the 
close of the contest did the men from Yale 
give up. They, fought gamely, and the 
enormous gathering of enthusiasts gave 
them all the credit due thelr courage. 
They were grand In defeat as Harvard 
was magnificent in victory. 

Never before in the history of American 
football has there been fought out such a 
battle so thrilling in every movement, 80 
sensational in spasms and so unexpected 
and startling in its result. 


YALE WAS CONFIDENT. 

Forty thousand people saw this last great 
battle of the football year. Forty thousand 
hearts beat with triumph or ached with des- 
pair over the champions of 1901. Harvard 
had fought her way to the top, literally 
through blood. Her friends hoped that she 
would win. President Roosevelt himself, 
with strenuous enthusiasm so characteristic 
of him, declared that she could win. The 
crimson was embroidered with hope. Never 
before, said her friends, had Harvard pre- 
sented such a fit team against Yale, and it 
was openly predicted that {if Harvard could 
not win this year she need never hope to 
win again. 

Yale, on the other hand, was supremely 
and perhaps sneeringly confident. None of 
her friends could see how she could possibly 
be beaten, and so betting odds in her favor 
were pushed up to 10 to 7, where they re- 
mained until this morning, when Harvard 
swept at them and rushed the betting tec 
even money. Even at that the wildest 
crimson enthusiast never dreamed of such 
a sensational score as 22 to 0. 

Such an outpouring of spectators at a 
football game has probably never before 
been seen in America.

Three years ago 
Harvard won from Yale at New Haven and 
the real celebration was held there and 
in Boston, but tonight old historic Cam- 
bridge is filled by’ 20,000 enthusiastic people, 
unbounded in their excitement, rushing as 
mad men through the streets, yelling at 
the top of their voices.

VIGOROUS SPEECH AT BANQUET 
OF THE UNION LEAGUE. 


For an Assault on the President He 
Wants Death for All the Red Plot- 
ters—He Recommends 
Deportation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 23.—The Uasen 
League, one of the most noted Republican 
organizations ‘n the country, tonight cel- 
ebrated Founders’ Day by a banquet, at 
which many of the guests of honor were 
men of national prominence. The func- 
tion was one of unusual brilliancy and an 
event of considerable importance because 
of the opinions expressed by the speakers, 


most of whom have been in close céntact 
with the national administration. Among 
the distinguished Suests were Secretary af 
the Treasury Gage, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior E. A. Hitchcock, Senator W. P. Frye 
of Maine, ex-Attorney-General John W. 
Griggs, Postmaster-General Charles -Em- 
ory Smith, Secretary of culture James 
Wilson, J. K. Richards, solicitor-genera] ot 
the United States; Hon. W. H. Hunt, v- 
ernor Of Porto Rico; Hon. Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, Judge John McPherson, James 
M. eck, assistant attorney-general, and 
Senator Penrose. 

In addition there were present Abraham 
Barker, Ellis Yarnell and William Sellers, 
three of the 11 surviving founders of the 
Union League. Covers were laid for 26U 
guests. 

The opening address was made by Joseph 
G. Darlington, president of the league, who 
proposed a toast to President Roosevelt. 

Much interested was manifested in the 
address of Senator Frye; who spoke on 
“Our Merchant. Marine,”’ 

Solicitor-General Richards spoke on the 
topic, “A present peril,”’ suggesting. meth- 
ods for the suppression of anarchy. 

He said the President of the United States 
ought to be protected by the law of the 
United States. ‘‘Not his: safety, but the 


pdignity of the republic demands this,’’ said 


Mr. Richards. “The President takes an 
oath that he will ‘faithfully execute the. of- 
fice of President of the United States,’ and 
will ‘preserve, protect and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States.’ This con- 
stitution enjoins him to ‘take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.’ The solemn 
obligation thus imposed is not intermittent, 
but continuous. From the time he takes the 
oath until he dies or retires, wherever he 
may be, without interval or. cessation, he 
is President of the United States, and en- 
gaged in’ executing that office. And for 
this reason the power of the nation should 
safeguard and protect him always and 
every where. ’ 

“A murderous assault upon the President, 
aimed as it is at the life of the govern- 
ment, imperials the security” of the whole 
country, and whether successful or unsuc- 
cessful, should be punishable by death. 

“It is unnecessary to amend ‘the consti- 
tution in order to obtain the power to sup- 
press anarchism. It is true that the as- 
semblage of anarchists and the ——— of 
their doctrines cannot be punished as trea- 
son, for to constitute treason there must 
be an actual levying of war. But acts 
directed at the life of the government are 
punishable at the discretion of Congress, 
although they do not amount to treason 
under the constitution. 

“The right of the United States to ex- 
clude alien anarchists and to deport such 
as have not yet become citizens must be 
conceded. The Supreme Court has held 
that as a sovereign nation the United 
States is endowed with the power, essen- 
tial to self-preservation, of excluding all 
aliens which it may deem dangerous to 
the peace or the state, an@ expelling or 
deporting those not yet naturalized. his 
ower may, at the discretion of Congress, 
e intrusted for enforcement to the ex- 
ecutive. 

“If Congress intrusts t6 the President 
the power to exclyde alien anarchists and 
to deport all unn@furalized ones, I fancy 
it will mot be dificult to put in .operation 
an effective plan of ridding the cdéuntry 
of these bl y-minded people. 

“Surely the time for action has come. 
By the concurrent action of civilized na- 
tions, anarchists ought to be placed under 
law. The red fi of 
anarchy should be driven from the land as

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BENEFICENT BEQUESTS. 


The St. Louis Provident Association has just received $500, a 
bequest of the late M. Hellman of 4633 Lindell avenue, and was 
recently made a beneficiary in the will of Hugh -L. Rankin in 
the sum of $250. . 

These are examples of beneficent bequests. They point to a 
method of doing the greatest good to the greatest possihle num- 
ber of those in need—a method which may well be followed by 
those who haye the means and the desire to ameliorate the 
harsh cendition of thousands of their fellow citizens.

Worthy exhibits of manufactured articles 


from foreign countries, as well as from 
our Own, can be secured only by personai

Their productions 
are indispensable elements in a Worid’s 
uir display, even though they must be 
pace a subsidy, and they must be personal- 
y visited by one who is technically famil- 
lar with the vehicle trade and with the 
hnowledge of what is required, and ihe 
Same applies to other countries and to oth- 
er lines of manufacture. The selection of 
Wr. Ives as chief of the art department 
emphasizes the necessity for the appoint- 
ment of similarly qualified chiefs for every 
other department, with authority to employ 
assistants who have the necessary tech- 
nical knowledge.

Control of the Trusts. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispagch. 
“Senex’’ demands the control of the trusts 


und says the main evil is fictitious capitali- 
zation. ‘“Senex’’ evidently considers ali 
corporate bodies alike and would subject 
them all to the strong arm of the law. 

All corporate bodies are not alike. .They 
really divide into two classes, those purely 
private and those having a franchise to per- 
form some public function. The former are 
subject to the natural law of competition 
and need little if ok regulation. The latter 
ciass have a specia ge ~ more or less 
monopolistic and such corporations should 
never be permitted under a democratic form 
cof government, for the simple reason that 
they are undemocratic. ! 

A corporation owning a street railway 
franchise finds itself in a predicament like 
this: After building and equipping their 
road at a cost of, say $1,000,000, it is found 
that the property with the franchise would 
sell for $2,000,000 or more. Where is the harm 
in allowing the corporation to sell more 
stock or bonds? There is nothing neces- 
sarily ‘‘fictitious’’ about it. 

The value is there. The mistake was in 
first giving the corporation the franchise, 
not in the matter of allowing them to in- 
crease their stocks or bonds. 

It is always wrong to “go special privi- 
leges either to individuals or corporations. 
That is in my opinion the “root” of the 
trouble, and municipal ownership is the 
remedy for it. Government ownership of 
all natural monopolies and free competi- 
tion in all private business is the watch- 
word of COUSIN JACKY.

The Starting Point of Texan 
Independence. 


BEN MILAM KILLED THERE 


IT Is TO BE MARKED BY A MAR- 
BLE TABLET. 


The Alamo and Other Historic Places 
in and Near San Antonio to Be Re- 
stored and Preserved by Daugh- 
ters of the Republic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 23.—De Za- 
valla Chapter, Daughters of the Republic 
of Texas, has marked with a marble tab- 
let the Veramend! house, in this city, at 
the entrance to which, on Dec. 7, 1835, Ben 
Milam was killed while he was leading @& 
successful assault upon the Mexican gar- 
rison intrenched in the main plaza. 

The Veramendiehouse was then the resi- 
dence of one of the first families of San 
Antonio, a low, extensive, stuccoed stone 
building, surrounding a patio or courtyard 
Only a part of the original building now 
stands, fronting on Soledad streeet, a block 
from where that thoroughfare debouches 
into Main plaza. The old doorway, at the 
side of which the tablet has been placed, is 
now occupied by an Italian fruit dealer, 
but the peculiar shape has been preserved, 
with the rude carving overhead. The in- 
scription on the tablet is as follows: 


The Veramendi Tlouse, 
Where Ben Milam Was Killed, 
Dec. 7, 1835, 
And Where Bowie Won His Bride. 
De Zavalla Chapter, Danghters of 
The Republic of Texas

This tablet preserves the memory of one 
of the most glorious pages in Texas his- 
tory, one that shines second only to the de- 
fénse of the Alamo. 

There is much interesting history - con- 
nected with the Veramendi house. No au- 
thentic date has been found as to the time 
of its erection. The double doors which are 
in the center or court of the building, have 
swung on their pivots since the year 1722, 
at least this date is inscribed upon them. 

Milam was killed in the court of the build- 
ing on the date mentioned above. For 15 
years his remains lay in that sacred soil 
and then were reinterred and laid to rest in 
front of the Santa Rosa Hospital, now 
known as Milam Square. His resting place 
is marked by a tomb placed there by the 
Daughters of the Republic of Texas. 

Bowie won his bride within the walls of 
the Veramendi house. She was a daughter 
of the eluer Veramend:. Their married life 
was of but short duration, for his life blood 
heiped to consecrate the ground where so 
many otber brave men died, in the fall of 
the Alamo. 

Several weeks ago while excavations were 
being made for a house near the river, on 
what is now Oakland street, the workmen 
unearthed the remains of stonemasonry 
which has since been identified by the few 
survivors of that stirring perioc, as the 
foundation of the Molino Blanco (white 
mill), whence Milam started with 301 men 
upon kis sally, which ended in his own 
irlumphant death and the surrender of 
Gen. Cos, who.commanded the Mexican 
gariison of San Antonio de Bexar. 

The story of the fight of the succeeding 
three days is as stirring as any io be 
found in all history, and it proved moment- 
ous as a turning point in the history of 
Texas, since ont of the defeat sustained 
by the Mexicans grew the attack by Santa 
Ana on the Alamo in the succeeding 
spring and the massacre of Crockett, 
Bowtie and their brave fellows who were 
defending the old church. From this came 
San Jacinto and Texan independence 30 
that the ringing appeal: ‘“‘Who will follow 
old Ben Milam into San Antonio!’ made 
on Dec. 5, 1835, was really the rallying cry 
for the independence of Texas. 

The Daughters of the Republic will mark, 
also, by the erection of a monument, the 
site of the Molino Blanco, and when this 
is done, two spots that must always re- 
main sacred in the minds of Texans will 
be definitely fixed for all time. 

The civic and industrial development 
which has come to Sean Antonio seems to 
have had the effect of kindling anew a 
desire to preserve the landmarks of his-

WRITES A LITTLE CONCERNING 
LEO AND TOLSTOI. 


CREELMAN’S BOOK HIS TEXT 


Declares Some of the Views of Men of 
Whom the Author Writes Are II- 
logical and Out of Tune. 


Hall Caine has written the following in- 
teresting letter which a friend of his sends 
to the Post-Dispatch, on socialism, re- 
ligion and marriage, apropos of the mst 
taiked of new books: 

GREEBA CASTLE, Isle of Man, Nov. 
I have read with a great deal of pieasure 
James Creelman’'s stirring book, “On the 
Great Highway.’ Two at least of the sub- 
jects he deals with are of great interest to 
me. The first is the Pope and his views on 
social questions. The picture Mr. Creelman 
presents of his visit to the vatican is ad- 
mirabiy faithful to the atmosphere of the 
great house as I know it, and the version 
Re gives of the Pope's views are not only 
true to the spirit of the Holy Father's pub- 
lished encyclicalg but they have caught 
with quite extraordinary fidelity the tgne 
and manner that is peculiar to the Vatican 
utterances and especially characteristic of 
the speeches of its great head. I confess 
that with all my reverence for Pope Leo 
XllI as a Christian statesman, I fail to 
realize the definite message conveyed in the 
words MY. Creelman has given. 

As in the Encyclicals, so here, the church 
by its honored mouihpiece tells the world 
that it must cultivate religion, be obedient 
to its bishops and bow the knee to the au- 
thority of the Pope. Such in effect is the 
word of life which the church gives to a 
sick world through the mouth of its sover- 
eign pontiff, and it leaves undisturbed the 
great inequalities of rich and poor which 
are the manifest causes of the world’s "- 
rest. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect the Holy 
Father to be more definite. His obligations 
are too many, the claims upon him are too 
pressing; perhaps, if one may say so with- 
Out offense, his own position is toc peril- 
ous. For my own poor part, having none 
of these responsibilities, I do not hesitate 
to say plainly that the only solution I see 
of the grievous social and economic prob- 
lems that weigh on the world at present 
lies in the direction of the triumph of 
cagemocracy. But this means the downfall 
of all forms of arrogated authority, even 
when they come in the guise of a benevolent 
despotism haying its only logical seat on 
oT temporal throne of the sovereign pon- 
iff 
The second of the two subjects which 
most interest me in Mr. Creelman's sug- 
gestive bogk is Toistei and his views of 
marriage and the social order. There can- 
not be a more sympathetic and often en- 
thusiastic reader of Tolstoi than myseif, 
but nowhere have I seen the essential 
sophism on which his great mind is built 
more plainly revealed than in these chap- 
ters of conversation. Tolstoi has gone 
farther since Mr. Creelman talked with 
him, and in one of the admirable litde 
books published by the Free Age Press 
(“The Relation of the Sexes’’) he says 
plainly that in his view ‘‘marriage is an 
unchristian institution,’ that it is “a sin 
demanding redemption,’ and that people 
should marry in the same way as they die 
“only when it is impossible to do other- 
wise.’” This at all evenrs is no uncertain 
note, and if we may take it in relation 
to Mr. Creelman’s conversation it is 
strangely wanting in the quality of ] c. 
Mr. Creelman presents Tolstoi as saying 

the physical impulses in marriage, 

the appetite of hunger, are the ex- 
pression of a law of nature and therefore 
neither good nor bad. 

Again Mr. Creelman describes Tolstol 
as saying, contrary to an essential tenet 
of Christianity, that human nature at its 
root is good. Nuw if human nature is good 
and> the impulses in marriage are of na- 
ture how comes it that marriage is ‘‘a sin 
demanding redemption?” 

Tolstoi’s views on the social order, as 
reveaied in Mr. Creelman’s book, would 
appear to me to be equally wanting in the 
quality of logic. He approves of Bonda- 
reff's theory which requires that every 
man shall work with his hands to procure 
the necessary food for his own subsist- 
ence, meaning by that that he should till 
tne earth and grow grain to make his own 
ead. At the same time he admits that 
the developments of modern civilization, 
with railways, bridges, ships, telegraphs, 
the press, universities and all other ma- 
chinery of so¢ial life which has been built 
up throughotit the ages are hastening the 
day when humanity will one great 
family and the Christian law of love and 
brotherhood will prevail. Here, surely, is 
an absolute contradiction. If every man 
has spent some portion of his time in 
tilling the earth for his own maintenance 
the present order of civilized life could not 
possibly have come to pass. And if we 
carry the world back to a condition in 
which each man tills the soil for his own 
maintenance ws reduce it to a condition 
in which the Christian law of universal 
brotherhood could not have come to pass. 

My conclusion (which I advance with all 
humility against the authority of Tolstoi's 
great uame) is that the laws of nature, 
whether in the relations of the sexes or 
the relations of the classes; are working 
out the will of God. If they are not doing

LAY DOWN TO DIE IN COLD 


Terrible Experience of an Arctic 
Traveler Who Was Rescued 
by the Natives. 


TACOMA, Wash., Noy. 23.—A_ thrilling | 
tale of suffering and fescue is told by 
Capt. Tuttle of the revenue cutter Bear. 
It concerns William Egan, sole survivor 
of the schooner Halcyon, which sailed from 
Nome last November. 

Off Sledge Isiand the Halcyon was 
caught in an ice field which drifted north- 
word. until Jan. 8 last, when land was 
sighted 40 miles away. By this time the 
entire crew had dled except Capt. Thomas 
and Egan. They start.d for land, but 
Capt. Thomas gave out and tried to return 
to his imprisoned vessel. He has never 
since been heard of. Egan concluded that 
the land sighted was St. Lawrence Island 
and started for an Indian village on its 
further shore. 

Egan's provisions gave out and he was 
reduced almost to starvation. He stumbied 
on a cache of frozen walrus heads, and 
although they had decayed he peey de- 
vou them. Struggling onward he came 
to the wreck of a schooner which proved 
to the the Ecarett, which was iost in No- 
vember, 1900, all of her crew starving to 
death except two men, one of whom died 
from privation. 

Egan discovered another cache of walrus 
meat and also devoured this. Then, over- 
come by the cold and suffering, he ve 
up and lay down to sleep.

The supply of corn and oats was barely 
equal to the demand last week. The primary 
corn receipts were only 1,788,866 bu, 1,955,140 
bu less than the same period a year ago. 
While the oats receipts showed an increase 
of 981,976 bu, being 2,434,076 bu, the western 
and southern demand was so urgent that 
prices advanced steadily all week. 

Higher bids do not increase the movement. Now 
most corn and oats come from east of tla, #iasis- 
sipp! river. The west is shipping almost nothing 
east. Instead, representatives of western firms 
and cattlemen are flocking to jhe eastern markets 
to buy. Cattlemen of the Southwest did not be- 
lieve the drouth had cut the crop so short as was 


claimed and they neglected to buy when prices 
were low. waited until the farmers dt the 
West bad -

Wheat advanced steadily all week regardless. of 
the fact that the primary receipts were 2,848,376 
bu more than a year «go. The spring wheat move- 
ment made up the bulk of the receipts and the 
northwest reported that the movement would have 
been larger if more cars could have been secured. 
Manitoba elevators were said to be fuil of wheat, 
with ths Canadians underselling the Americans. 

There, was a heavy falling off in the movement 
of winter wheat from the southwest, St. Louis re- 
celving 59,778 bu jess than the same period «a 
year ago This decrease was in a large measure 
due to buying for shipment to Mexico, that coun- 
try having removed the duty for one montb in or- 
der to lay in a supply of grain. Mexico's re 
quirements were estimated at 2,000,000 bu, Half 
of that amount has already been purchased. Most 
of it was bought in Kansas and Oklahoma, at coun- 
try elevutars, and shipped direct to Mexico. These 
purchases Feduced St. Louis’ receipts. 

The foreign requirements have not been met. 
There is a 2,800,000 bu decrease in the stocks 
of wheat in the ports of France, compared with 
those of a year ago. The Liverpool corn trade 
estimates the consumption of wheat in Burope 
per week at between 9,000,000 and 9,500,000 bu, 
compared with 6,500,000 bu per week a year ago. 
Outside of Russia the wheat crop of foreign coun- 
tries is short. The potato cro in Germany is 
a ieadl ta and already the Italian cabinet has 
agre to abate the duties on flour and farina- 
cious preducts to encourage shipments to tuat 
country. France is expected to abate its duvy 
on wheat. America will be cajled upon to meet 
the foreign requirements. 

The export business showed improvement last 
week, the clearances being 5,180,000 bu, com- 
pared wi 4,063,724 bushels the previous 
week. Foreigners have held off, expecting 
that the price of American wheat would decline, 
but as it has not, they have commenced buying 
again. Toward the close of the week the export 
tiade was right . 

But it wag not"export. buying alone which put 
wheat Saturday from %c to %Wd&1c above the close 
of the previous week. s largely the interior 
demand resuiting from a ge in the corn 
end oate cr . As a result of the shortage, wheat 
is belng fed in large quantities to cattie. So 
great is the demand for feed throughout the 
country, particularly in the Southwest, 
the mills cre grinding wheat for feed and making 
very little four.

SECRET SOLD FOR $3,000,000

It Is Extracted From the Guayule, a 


ful and Supposedly Worthless. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—Substitutes for rub- 
ber is the quest of the century. The con- 
stantly increasing demand for the commod- 
ity and the steadily decreasing area of its 
production is slowly but surely lifting its 
value until it is even now too costly to 
be employed in many manufactures for 
which it is conveniently suited. Setting 
out new plantations of rubber-producing 
trees is one way of meeting the deficiency, 
and this is belng undertaken on a limited 


scale in Mexico, and bids fair to be taken 
up in a still more aggressive manner in 
the Philippines. 

But still the quest goes on for a substi- 
tute for rubber. Three millions of dollars 
is the price a Chicago capitalist is to pay 
for a process of extracting rubber from a 
wild plant called the guayule, pronounced 
goo-ah-oo-lay. This plant grows wild and 
was considered of no value to man or beast 
until a naturalist roaming over the Wilds 
of Mexico discovered that this tangled, 
ash-colored weed, even held in contempt 
by botanists contained a substance pos- 
sessing the qualities of rubber. ‘The nat- 
uralist was not a Yankee by any means, 
yet he conceived the idea that he migut 
discover a process by which he could ex- 
tract the substance from the guayule plant 
at a nominal cost and then test its rubber 
qualities. After various experiments, which 
he performed with the greatest secrecy, ke 
accomplished his aim, in fact, more than 
his aim, for the time and expense neces- 
Sary for the extracting of the substance 
oll great deal less than he had antici- 
pated. 

In his own small laboratory he subjected 
the material he had obtained from the wild 
plant to tests, which were highly satisfac- 
tory. The substance was easily vulcanized, 
and he was satistied that anything in the 
rubber line one desired could be made out 
of it. But to convince dealers that the sub- 
Stance he had extracted from the despised 
guayule plant was rubber of high grade 
and of great commercial value was quite 
another thing. He sent samples to Paris 
and London to be tested by rubber experts. 
Upon receipt of their highly favorable re- 
pcrts he applied to his country, Mexico, for 
a patent for his .process of extracting rub- 
ber from the guayule plant and other plants 
containing rubber, as well as from rubber 
trees. With this application he included a 
petition for the exclusive privilege of pro- 
moting this rticular rubber industry for 
Y petces of 20 years. 

So valuable an inventi could not be 
kevt a secret very long, and before the in- 
vontor could secure his vatent pape®rs a 
German capitalist controlling many millions

PITIFUL INVALIDS 


‘SAN ANTONIO OVERRUN WITH 


CONSUMPTIVES. 


TOO MANY COME PENNILESS 


The City Is Fast Becoming Unable to 
Cope With the Burden of 
Caring for Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 23.—This city 
is being overrun by invalids, mostly con- 
sumptives, and the problem of housing 
and caring for them is becoming serious, 

With the approach of cold weather in 
the North the influx of the sick began here 
and it has continued until boarding houses, 
cheap hotels and the hospitals are full, and 
still the flood of invalids continues. 

If all these persons had money they 
would cause no trouble. But the majority 
come with insufficient means, and many 
of them with no means at aii- aud these 
sooner or later become a charge upon the 
city and its charitable people. 

Health Officer Paschal has announced 
that there is no room at the City Hospital 
for them, and what they will do when 
winter really comes it Is not pleasant to 
contemplate. The City Hospital is under- 
going repairs and it has been necessary 
to abandon temporarily the part of the 
building used as a tuberculosis ward. This 
reduced the capacity of the institution by 
one-third, and the building is now full to 
overflowing. 

Rabbi Samuel Marks of the Jewish Tem- 
ple has proposed a popular movement to 
bulld a free hospital. 

“The hearts of kindly people,” he says, 
“must be wrung by the scenes that are 
daily enacted in San Antonio. These poor 
people, sick and without means, are in our 
midst. They come to my house day and 
night and beg for aid. I have helped all 
I could, but still there are many who are 
not cared for. I suppose the experience of 
other clergymen is the same. The hospital 
accommodations of the city should be in- 
creased, and I am preparing to appeal to 
good people to join with me in a move- 
— to that end.’’ 

@ great trouble Is that persons in the 
North, with mistaken kindness, send their 
consumptive friends here without adequate 
means. There seems to be an idea prevalent 
that if they can only get to San Antonio 
they will be cured immediately, and that 
the small sums they bring will keep them 
until they are fully able to return. The 
fact is that even in the slightest cases of 
lung affection the patient should remain at 
least a year to derive any permanent bene. 
fit. As a result these consumptives either 
return to their homes when their money is 
spent and quickly die, or they stay here 
and become a charge upon the city.

A difficult spare will call for more applause 
than any strike. They say it is no ionger 
ame that counts and that a man 
e a “bunch” bowler to keep up 
with the procession. But, if you will no- 
tice, the man who gets his spares is gen- 
erally there with a good score when the 
tenth frame has been bowled. 
‘ There. are only one or two exceptions to 
the general rule in going for spares. 
When No. 10 stares you in the face shift 
over a little to the left of the’ middle and 
cross for it. No. 7, on the other corner, g° 
for with a widecross from the right hand 
corner. With No. 6 or 9 up, throw a per- 
fectly straight ball. When you go for your 
spares the same way all the time you are 
less liable to become confused and a man 
who doesn’t get rattled easily makes a good 
bowler. as a general rule. A 


DON’T BOWL TOO HARD. 


The fast ball is not the most effective, 
the best bowlers in the country bow! 
moderately fast ball. There is such 4&4 
thing as too much speed, and when a bail 
rips through the pins at lightning s ed 
there are many “railroads,” or ‘splits, 
as they are termed in the western sé€c- 
tion of the country. A medium fast ball 
will do the work’ and does not sacrifice 
accuracy. A beginner, too, should not start 
out with the idea that a curve makes the 
bowler. A curve is one of the most ef- 
fective Balls thrown, but it is also. the 
hardest to control. Very few bowlers who 
use the curve bell have a mastery over it, 
and the curve ball does not work on all 
alleys. Some of the best bowlers in the 
business throw a side ball, perfectly 
straight. 

Another mistake made by novices is be- 
ginning with a small ball, with the idea 
that they can get direction in this way. 
That is wrong. It is advisable to use a 
regulation ball, even if it is hard to handle, 
for a small ball goes through the pins. Take 
a big ball, even if you .can barely keep 
it on the alley at first, keep at it and It 
will not be very long before you can ac- 
quire speed.

ROMPTLY at 4:30 o’clock every day 
exoept Sunday President Roosevelt's 
fine stable horse Bleistein is led to 

the ourb in front of the White House steps. 
Sometimes, if the crowd is large, as it is on 
visiting days, the President has his horse 
brought round the back way and slips off 
for his ride unrecognized. 

Usually, however, he runs briskly down 
the front steps, wearing his ordinary office 
suit of black, and his soft, black felt hat. 
He bolts into the saddle like a shot, and is 
off yards ahead of the secret service officer, 
who follows him on a second horse. 

Bometimes the President rides with his 
brothers-in-law, Douglas Robinson or Com- 
mander Cowles. 

Bleistein is a big, powerful bay, and has 

been the President's saddle horse for two 
years. His feet stand the Washington pave- 
ments well, and he is perhaps the finest 
piece of horsefiesh that has been in the 
White House stables since President Ar- 
thur’s day. 

Mrs. Roosevelt rides well, and sometimes 
gcocompanies her husand on Zaegenka, her 
own saddile-horse, a beautiful spirited bay. 
The rides take them far out in the country 
toward Cherry Chase, with its fine suburban 
villas and winding bridle paths. 

Both Kermit and Ethel Roosevelt have 
ponies, and on Saturdays the children take 
long rides with a groom. Kermit frequent- 
ly rides with his father in the afternoons 
unless he is detained at school by the com- 
bination of circumstances that a lively boy 
must meet with when he hasa determined 
schoolmaster. 

Mra. Roosevelt went with each of her

Old residents, accustomed to 
the somewhat more staid and childless regi- 
me of many administrations, observe the 
busy, jolly White House life of today with 
great satisfaction. 

The White House stables are well sup- 
plied with new carriages, and now that the 
President has secured two high-stepping 
thoroughbreds to his liking, driving by the 
family will be frequent. Recently a 
brougham, landau and victoria were sent up 
from New York. Col. Roosevelt prefers 
walking or riding, but Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the oldest daughter, Alice, use the car- 
riages a great deal. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, when driving, usually 
wears a black toque hat, trimmed in gray, 
and ornamented with a feather. She wears 
a black cloth coat and feather boa. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and her daughter, Alice, 
are familiar figures in the shops.

Cleveland, Mrs. Roosevelt. promises to be a 
prime favorite with the tradespeople, easily 
suited and always of a kindly, considerate 
manner. 

Even on his busiest days the President 
manages to get ina two or three-mile 
tramp, often accompanied by members of 
the cabinet or visitors with whom he wishes 
to talk informally. Except on Sundays, 
when he walks to the Grace Reformed 
Church, he rarely wears a silk hat or 
changes his dress from the well-worn of- 
fice suit of black.

The nearest ones 
ere less than two hundred yards from the 
mound: the furthest removed are not four 
hundred yards away. So that the laborers 
who built the mound had but e short dis- 
tance over which to carry their loads. 

Estimating that each carrier took two cu-

pense. Mr. Ramey died more than a year 
ago.

HE first Buropean commissioned to ex- 
ercise any legitimate authority over 
any part of the Louisiana Purchase 

territory was the Spanish officer, Narvaez. 
Panfilo de Narvaez was 14 when Columbus 
discovered the West Indies. He was born 
where the great navigator died—at Valla- 
dolid. As second in command to Valasquez, 
who had conquered Cuba, he was sent to 
Supersede the indomitable Cortez, who had 
conquered Mexico. Cortez incorporated the 
invading army in his own. The partial 
blindness of this representative of royal au- 
thority seems to have characterized all 
Spaniards since, until the climax of total 
blindness was reached in 1800, by the profit- 
less transfer to France of an empire larger 
than that of Charlemagne. For his early 
exploits in Cuba, the one-eyed hero, Nar- 
vaez, was made second governor of Florida, 
with authority extending definitely beyond 
the present state of Louisiana and indefi- 
nitely over all the forests, rivers, swamps 
and savages he could conquer. The Indians 
were victorious in battle, and Narvaez per- 
ished at the mouth of the Mississippi in 
vessels that were not seaworthy.

T HE discovery and early explorers of the territory embraced in the Louisiana 


The nobility and aristocracy of Spain 
made a mad rush for gold and became the 
discoverers of the Mississippl. Having left 
his wife, the daughter of Pizarro, to gov- 
ern Cuba, De Soto sailed away to his own 
destruction and that of 500 of his followers.

In May, 1541, the exploring party crossed

upon its upper waters. These experienced 
explorers with a party of seven, starting 
from Mackinaw in two birch canoes, as- 
cended Fox river and connected by a nar- 
rOoW portage with the upper Wisconsin. 


Floating down the latter, the beauty of 


the shores of which having impressed them 
much, shey entered the Father of Waters 
on the current of the Wisconsin June 17, 
1673. They descended the great river for 
a thousand miles, Exploring, they seemed 
much impressed by the frightful appear- 
ance of the monsters painted in red, biue 
and green colors, that disfigured certain 
high cliffs below the mouth of the Illinois. 

Pursuing the humane policy of kindness 
and frankness, the chiefs of the Illinois 
Indians received Joliet and Marquette, 
smoking the calumet of peace and declar- 
ing with inborn grace that their presence 
“made the river more calm, the sky more 
serene and the earth more beautiful,’’ 

They passed the lonely forest that cov- 
ered the site of the now busy and opulent 
city of St. Louis and later saw on their left 
fhe stream to which the Iroquois had given 
the name of the Ohio, or beautiful river. 

, Joliet, although the son of a Quebec wag- 
onmaker, was an enterprising trader, a 
brave, keen-eyed explorer and an honorable 
man. Unfortunately for his fame and for- 
tune. he lost in the Lachine rapids on his 
return, within sight of home, his papers 
containing the history of his discoveries, 
Indian relics, in short, everything but life.

Her knowledge of minerals and mining, and her shrewd management have placed 
her in possession of a group of copper mines from which she hopes to make a for- 
tune for herself and husband, and her friends, the shareholders, among whom are 
Charles Frohman, the prominent theatrical manager; John Drew, Maud Adams 


and Eric Hope, the Earl of Yarmouth, 
have bought shares in her mines. 


RS. JENNINGS is a trim little wo- 
man with a lithe figure that be- 
speaks strength. She has fearless 

Gark ¢yes that sparkle with interest when 
whe talks mines, which she does with the 
pase and authority of an old mining ex~- 
pert. She does not look as though she 
bed ever been ill a day, yet she struggled 
up through almost hopeless ill-health while 
roughing it in the West, not, however, 
without setbacks when she lay for weeks 
on @ bed of suffering while her mines lay 
{dle for want of her directing hand and 
brain.

The following is the substance of an in- 
terview with Mrs. Ray Jennings: 


WNGAGED in mining for two principal 
reasons—I love mining and I wanted 
to make money. These have come to 

me besides restoration to health. 

I had always been fond of mining in the 
abstract, and had studied the subject as 
well as I could. I had made a stuly of 
minerals and knew something of geology 
before it occurred to me to be a miner. I 
bad read of mining booms and one of my 
greatest desires was to witness the rush to 
& new camp. My opportunity came with 
Cripple Creek boom. As soon as it began I 
_feinea the rush. I was in the midst of 
the excitement, and enjoyed it immensely. 
Geveral fortunes were thrust at me, but I 
eould not see them. All the time, however, 
I wae learning to be a miner. 

When I returned from Cripple 
Mrome full of stories of what I had 
geen and heard and of the oppor 
@unities for fortune making that had 
eressed my path, my husband quizrzically 
‘gaked: “Where are your mines?” I was 
forced to confess that it had not occurred 
te me to pick up that with which others 
were making fortunes all about me. But I 
learned one thing, not to let another 
Lene he 

After that, whehever I met a mining man 
I talked mines with him, always on the 

‘lookout for a good proposition. I had plenty 
offered_me that looked well enough, and I 
have since been to the bottom of some of 
the deepest mines in the country, but none 
suited me. 
, One day I met A. W. Glenn of Southern 
Wyoming, who told me of the development 
of copper mining in that part of the state, 
I investigated and found that the belt of 
copper that starts in New Mexico and 
runs up into Montana also, runs through 

Southern Wyoming. 

In 1898 I went out to Encampment, Wyo., 
to look over the ground. I did not ask any 
man’s advice. I took a pick and prospected 
for myself. On the hillsides ard down in 
the mines. Aa a result I bought an interest 


mines 


besides many others of less renown who 


in Mr. Glenn's group of mines, known as 
the Iron Mask. This embraces the Iron 
Mask, the Iron Dollar, Vesuvius and Copper 
Bottom claims. My husband joined me in 


the investment and I went out to see the 
claims worked. 

Mr. Glenn was not strictly a mining man 
and I soon discovered that we were spend- 
ing more money than the results justified. 
Mr. Glenn owned enough stock in the con- 
cern, however, to do as he pleased and I 
was powerles to stcp the waste, 

Then I went quietly to work and bought 
enough stock to control the group, and Mr, 
Glenn resigned the superintendency and I 
took it. After that I incorporated the com- 
pany, with my husband as president, Mr. 
Glenn vice-president and myself treasurer, 
secretary and general manager. Since then 
I have developed the mines until they are 
valuable. 

The copper ore ye are taking from the 
Iron Mask group is rich. Three feet down 
it assays $19.72 per ton. We have also gold 
and rich graphite in pockets. In the Iron 
Mask we have sunk a shaft 78 feet deep and 
have drifted and cross-cut into an ll-foot 
vein in fron and quarts formation of tale 
which carries gold. 

Of the 600,000 shares of stock in the group 
Mr. Jennings and I own 815,000 shares, and 
the rest is owned by such shrewd business 
men as Charlies Frohman. Several of our

My company has recently acquired the 
St. Anthony olaim, which side lines the 
Copper Botton and will develope it into @ 
righ mine.

Have Not Diminished Their Traditional 
Tendency to Exaggeration.

66 EXT summer,” remarked Sam 


Hodges, as he sat by the stove in 
the little Moark hotel, “I'll find a 
shiner or bust a hame-string.’’ 

To the Arkansan this remarkable ian- 
guage is as~-clear as Current river. To 
the outsider it may be a trifle hazy. 

What Sam Hodges meant was that he 
intended to search for a pearl in the mus- 
gel shells of Black river until he found 


one valuable enough to enable him to live 
on Easy street. That would mean a couple 
of thousand dollars to Sam. 

The pearl-seeking season has just closed. 
When it is known that from thé streams 
of southeast Missouri and northeast Ar- 
kansas, during the summer of 1901, pearls 
aggregating in value $300,000 were taken, 
the outsider may obtain some idea of the 
magnitude of this industry. 

Pearl-gathering is a new industry, prac- 
tically. Up to a few years ago it was 
only now and then, and always through 
the merest chance, that a pearl was taken 
from a mussel. From oysters and clams in 
the ocean many fine jewels of this kind 
have been taken, but the humble mussel 
of inland waters had not yielded many such 
valuables. 

A few years age, however, some one 
found a pearl that was sold for something 
like $1000—and it came out of Black river, 
which runs through northeast Arkansas. 

That started the craze. People began 
hunting for pearls as a business. All along 
up and down the deep waters of Black 


river and other streams the pearl hunters 
were to be seen, in good weather, seek- 
ing the pearls of great price. From Pop- 
lar Bluff, in Missouri, on down to the fast- 
nesses of interior Arkansas, the industry 
spread. 

It became an avocation. Farmers gave 
up the relising of crops to become pear! 
seekers. Noy and then one would discov- 
er a jewel which brought him more than 
his season’s crop would have brought. But 
for the most part the farmers who be- 
came pearlers made a losing change. 

Not only farmers, but many townspeo- 
ple, practically gave up their ordinary oc- 
cupations to pursue the enticing pearl. 
The gleam of thé jewel was a jack-o’-lan- 
tern, a will-o’-the-wisp, a lure that impelled 
them to leave home and fireside. 

It was the same sort of fascination that 
led the Forty-niner over the plains and the 
Klondiker across the snow passes. To re- 
sist the lure was @4ifficult. Many stuc- 
cumbed to the fascination. Some won. 
As always, the majority lost. Still, there 
is just about as much chance in pearling 
as in seeking gold. 

At any rate, the Arkansans think that 
$300,000 taken from.the streams in one séa- 
son is not a mean output. It has given 
ease for life to many poor people and a 
comfortable purse of wihter pocket money 
to more. 

There are many like Sam Hodges of Mo- 
ark, who are planning to go out pearling 
next summer and find a big one or bust 
a hame-string. Already they are choosing 
out the particular places where they will 
make their headquarters while they fol- 
low the pearl chase. It will be, in many 
instances, a matter of camping out.

The joy of discovering a real pearl is 
not expressible. Sometimes, after weeks 
and months of tedious searching, the knife 
opens a mussel that shows within the 
white gleam and the rounded contour of 
a perfect pearl. It may be almost as big 
as one’s thumb and worth the price of a 
house and lot in Corning or Black Rock. 

In Corning they will show you a com- 
fortable cottage and three building lots, 
all -purchased with one little pearl found 
in Black river, two miles away. 

At Black Rock, which may be called the 
pearlers’ capital, there are many evidences 
of lucky finds.

Thus 
the Delawares not only protected them in 
the early days when the government would 
not do so, but they took them in and treat- 
ed them exactly as members of their own 
tribe. The Munsees have since continued 
to live with them and enjoy all the bden- 
efits that came to the Delawares. 

Each Munsee Indian received in sesni- 
annual annuities, paid out from time to 
time to time to the Delawares, an aggre- 
gate of about $1500, and when the prin- 
cipal funds of the Delaware Indians were 
distributed they received a further sum of 
$1042.12 per capita. 

The Munsees and the Delawares have 
intermarried and now the two tribes are 
united by all the ties of consanguinity. 
That fact, however, has not kept some of 
the leaders of the Delawares from protest- 
ing that the estate of the Delawares was 
being dissipated in the interest of Indians 
not related to them by blood or by adop- 
tion. This contention finally led to the in- 
stitution of a suit in the Court of Claims 
in the interest of the New York Indians 
to recover the worth of the lands allotted 
to them by the government under the 
treaty of 1838 and in which the government 
never protected them, but confiscated and 
sold to settlers in the state of Kansas. The 
New York Indians gained this suit and the 
Supreme Court rendered Judgment against 
the government for the sum of $1,967,066. 

This is the sum that is now to be divided 
among the tribes of New York Indians 
mentioned above. It is a mistake to think 
that the Munsee Indians will get all this. 
They will get only thelr share which, after 
about $226,000 for fees is deducted from !

What @ system will do for a leg, or an 
arm or a trunk, it must perform for the 
face if properly applied. 

Every woman who has had the advantage 
of correct manual massage persistently 
given by a skillful operator knows the 
benefit of this beautifying system.

The operator should be «a trained anato- 
mist, understanding so thoroughly the tech- 
nique of her profession that she never has

In explaining the symptoms for mechan- 
teal] massage I wish my readers to clearly 


the correct treatment for the face. No 
mechanical apparatus can take the place of 
a pair of well trained, sensitive hands. 

The movements most useful in facial mas- 
sage are digital kneading of the cheek, nose 
and orbit. 

What is known as petrissage means grasp. 
ing the muscles and kneading them. 

Massage of the orbit must be applied with 
very great delicacy. No mechaniacl appli- 
ance should ever be used on the eyes. 

The massage rollers illustrated in this 
page are instruments made of rubber, in 
the one case in the form of soft little 
wheels. 

This appliance is similar to the one long 
used in France and called La Roulette. Ac- 
cording to the owner, the even pressure of 
the rollers upon the tissues brings the glow 
of life to the flesh with every turn. And the 
advantage of this form of massage ds de- 
clared to be very great over that of the 
fingers. 

The directions for using the rubber rollers 
as are follows: 

It is important that the face be thorough- 
ly cleaned before massaging, and if nec- 
essary it’ should be well washed, using a 
soft brush or Turkish toweling cloth, with 
warm water and a pure soap, always fol- 
lowing with a thorough bathing in cold 
water, as this overcomes the relaxation of 
the hot water and stimulates the capillary 
circulation. 

It should always be applied with a firm 
and steady pressure, and rather a vigorous 
movement. 

For lines across the forehead roll up and 
down. 


For lines arising perpendicularly from 
bridge of nose, roll across.

This 
motion may serve effectually in much of 
the work with the roller. A little practice 
will soon prove the best movement with it. 

Roll well over the cheek bone outward 
and upward over side of the face in front of 
the ear. 

Roll well with upward movement over the 
angle of the mouth from the sides of the 
chin. 

Remember, there should never be a down- 
ward movement over the cheek. 

Roll the neck, the left side with the right 
‘hand and the right side with the left hand. 
: The lines on the side of the neck will re- 
spond rapidly, but a thin, scrawny neck re- 
quires much patience.

This eleo- 
tricity is supplied by a battery to which the 
roller is attached by means of the usual 
silken cord.

within a few miles of the Christian mission settlements in New Britain, where men 
still eat the bodies of their captured enemies. Dr. Denison, who was formerly 
assistant pastor of Dr. Parkhurst’s church, has just returned froma visit to New 
Britain, where he wert on a vacation missionary tour. New Britain was described 
to Mr. Denison as the missionary frontier, and on reaching the island he struck out 
for the unchristianized section. 

Along the coast, missionaries have met with success, and their labors, since 
1875, have built up churches with a total membership of 2400. Two hundred natives 
have been trained as teacher and lay preachers. 

But when the prosperous and oderly settlements along the coast are left be- 
hind the character of the inhabitants changes. Ten miles inland human sacrifices 


rock knives in so expert a manner that they 
have astonished eminent surgeons, The

It was late in the evening when we land- 
ed on the:farther shore of Blanche Bay.

HE most savage human beings in the 

H & world are the inhabitants of the 

Island of New Britain. They eat hu- 
man flesh and belong to the lowest order of 
men. 

I recently had an opportunity to spend @ 
month among these people. While I did not 
myself witness any cannibalistic orgies, I 
came in contact with many natives who 
were known to have indulged their taste for 
human flesh. 

I met an old chief who had killed no less 
than nine men, and he and his tribe had 
eaten portions of the bodies of his ene- 
mies. 

The principal place where cannibalism is 
today carried on extensively is in the Is- 
jand of New Brithin. This little island be- 
longs to German New Guinea, and is a part 
of the Bismarck Archipelago. 

The island is reached by the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamers from Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, a journey of about 1500 miles, occupy- 
ing a week's steaming due north from the 
Austrailia seaport. 

Having been interested all my 1..e in mis- 
sion work, I had always wished to see some 
of the work among savage nations. I had 
heard of the work of Dr. Paton in Aus- 
tralia and, when an opportunity presented 
fiself for me to visit these distant parts, 
l gindly took advantage of it. 

Boarding the steamer Stettin from §Syd- 
ney, I landed at the port of Herbertshehe, 
on the island of New Britain. This port is 
merely a few scattered houses, built by 
traders who export copra, or dried co- 
ccanut from their plantations to Marselilies 
for the manufacture of soap, as a substi- 
tute for olive oll. 

Natives along the coast, in the neighbor- 
hood of Herbertshehe, are accustomed to 
the sight of white men and traders, and 
they are more or legs harmiless, unless 
aroused to anger by some supposed wrong 
perpetrated by the whites. 

The savages who dwell in the interior of 
thé’ country are, however, a dangerous an4 


peril white men rarely ven‘tire. 


repulsive species of human beings. Even so 
hear the coast as 10 miles the country has 
been unexplored. No white man has even 
dared to cross the isinnd at its narrowest 
point, where it is only eight miles tn width. 
The native coast-dwellers are afraid to go 
into the interior for fear of being Idlled and 
eaten by the savage tribes that live at the 
base of the ridge of mountains which ex- 
tend along the island a short distance back 
from the shore. 

Naturally my curiosity to see some actual 
cannibais Was very great, and when IL 
reached Herbertshehe | expressed a wish to 
make an exploration into the interior. 


Dr. Fellmann, the missionary at Herbert- 
shehe, looked upon the project rather dubi- 
ously, but, as he Knew all the native lan- 
guages and dialects—there being about two 
hundred different tongues—and was inti- 
mately acquhinted with the nature of the 
inhabitants, he finally agreed to go with me. 

There were but two of us in the party 
~—Dr. Fellmann and myself. The expe- 
dition aid not have more members because 
of our fear that the natives might think 
us warriors of some kind and attack. ua. 
We did not cafry tifles and our bearing 
was obviously peaceful. 

This plan workgd well, and we were en- 
abled to penetrate into the interior as far 
as any other white men have gone. Even 
the better class of natives, as I have said, 
seldom venture far from the coast. 

We rowed acros the Blanch Bay in @ ca- 
noe. This bay forms the harbor of Herf- 
bertshepe. The water of Blanche Bay are 
as clear as crystal. One may see the pbot- 
tom of the bay, 80 feet below, covered with 
beautiful coral which assumes the form of 
trees and flowers, As you peer down into 
the depths you seem to be transported into 
a veritable fairy land. 

In the center of the Bay is a volcanic 
island which sprung up in a single night. 
It is from obsidian ,the volcanic stone 
found along*the béach, that the natives get 
their knives. 

The cannibals have very fine ideas of 
anatomy, knowing every muscle and bone 
in the human body. They carvé with their

I know of many instances of deaths 
among natives after the breaking of a tapu. 
I think the death may be readily attributed 
to the superstition of the natives. They 
are so convinced of the power of the spirits, 
or taberans, that they die from fright— 
it is literally a species of se)f-hypnosis. 

Behind the. tapu.signs I speak of was the 
dead body. of a promment native, who had 
just béen buried, It' was-gliarded by sev- 
eral.women, clothed with a girdle of leaves 
and with their faces painted black. 

When a great chief dies among these can- 
nibals he is shut up in his own’house and 
six or eight women are selected to watch 
the body. me as 

If they leave it they are-driven baek-or 
put to death. They bave to-remain with the 
body until nothing but the, bones is left.

As wé went into the village the nephew 
of the chief came out and met us. It isa 
strange custom among these, people that 
all the chief's inheritance goes to the 
nephew instead of the. son.

mother, and by native law the mother must 
have come from a etrange tribe; whereas, 
the mother of the chief’s nephew is a mem- 
ber of the tribe to which the chief himself 
belongs. 

As the chief’s nephew learned that our 
expedition was a peaceable one, we wére ex- 
tended many native courtesies. I scarcely 
think that some of these privileges: would 
be considered delicacies among cultured 
people. 

After paying our respects to the mem- 
ory of the dead chief we went to the next 
village. At this second village I met the 
Chief To Mora ‘This man had been in his 
early days one of the worst cannibals of 
the district. He was a great fighter. 
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This patch ts’ just large enough to ac- 
commodate a body. This spot is tapu—that 
is, sacred...No one can go near it or tread

N THE treatment of dogs, or any dumb 
animals, the first consideration to my 
mind is a thoroughly sympathetic na- 

ture. You must love them, and they must 
know that you do not intend to harm them. 
Friendliness is the basis of understanding 
between dogs and man, ag it is between 
man and man. 

You must treat a dog as you would a 
child. Humor it, pet it and make it obey 
you implicitly. Just as @ spoiled child will 
be willful, disobedient and ofteimes deceit- 
ful just so untrustworthy will be e dog that 
is not properly reafed. 

I talk to them as I would to my little girl 
were she ill. Dogs,have great intelligence 
and greater discriminating powers betweén 
the real and feigned sympathy. A man in- 
nately cruel and unlovable can never win 
the affection of a dog, no matter how kind- 
ly he may treat him.

tribe hag too many bodies on its hands— 
more than it can eat—the flesh will be sold 
among the tribes. 


They employ instead strings of small shells 
which come from the ‘beach of a certain 
island in the group which is very inac- 
cessible. They will not take gold or silver 
or precious stones, preferring these little 
shells to anything else. 

Human flesh’ is sold for so many yards 
of this shell-string. In New Ireland they 
sell women and pigs for about a yard of 
the shell money. The price of a pig and 
that of a woman is about the same. A 
pretty woman will bring more than @ pig: 
The shell money is called dewarra. 

When I first met the big chief To Mora 
he brought with him a large number of 
betel nuts. These he offered to me. It was 
a mark of great friendship. According to 
the custom of polite native society I took 
a portion of the nuts, gave some to my 
friend and then returned the balance to 
the chief. | 

The nuts were then to be chewed by the 
three of us. This formality is similiar to 
the custom among the Amierican Indians 
of smoking the pipe of peace. It is emblem- 
atic of friendship. 

The betel nuts are very arid to the taste. 
It is the custom in chewing them to wrap 
them up with powdered lime in a pepper 
leaf. The chewing of a large number of 
these nuts brings on a sort of numb feel- 
ing. It turns the mouth and teeth a bril- 
liant orange red, of which the natives are 
very proud. Doubtless the nuts have nar- 
cotic elements as part of their constitu- 
ents. The effect is fifst to stimulate and 
then to deaden sensation. 

The chief, To Mora, was the one w 
had formerly killed nine men and eate 
parts of them. It seemed very strange to be 
actually chewlng betel nuts with such a 
character but as he had reformed and given 
up cannibalism, I suppose I should have 
su:ered no qualms over I's former life. 

At the same time, one / ‘not but find it 
a bit peculiar to sit down to a meal with 
a man who has dined off such terrible food. 

There is another thing that is quite re- 
markable about these tribes: While they 
seem to look upon women as on the same 
level with pigs, their marriage relations are 
very strict. Although each chief buys as 
many wives as he can afford, each guards 
his wife jealously. 

All the 
good girls are picked out between the age
